Because of Difference of Opinion

An gnti-tubereulosis vaccine 
that has been widely employed in 
Europe in the last 30 years is 
being used for the first time on 
a sizable scale in the St. Louis 
area. 

The vaccine, known as BCG 
(Bacillus Calmette-Guerin) for the 
two scientists who developed it, 
is being given to children at the 
St. Louis County Health Depart- 
ment’s Children’s Chest Clinic and 
to freshmen at the Washington 
University School of Medicine. 

Both vaccination programs are 
on a voluntary basis—apparently 
out of deference to opposition 
that still exists in this country 
to BCG. Another similarity be- 
tween the two programs is that 
the medical students and the 
children at the chest clinic are

Function of Vaccine. 

BCG’s function, like that of 
other vaccines, is to give the pa- 
tient a mild case of the disease. 
And, again like the others, BCG 
is only relatively effective—it of- 


sons. 
The vaccine itself is a weak- 
ened form of the tuberculosis 
germ, taken from the milk of a 
tubercular cow in 1906 by Cal- 
mette and Guerin at the Pastuer 
Institute at Paris. They first in- 
jected .he weakened germ into 
human beings in 1921 after grow- 
ing it in the laboratory for 15 
years and performing numerous 
experiments on animals. 
BCG used at St. Louis is flown 
here, each time a batch is to be 
used, from the Chicago campus of 
the University of Illinois, where 
Dr. Sol Roy Rosenthal has been 
producing and administering the 
vaccine for the last 12 years. His 
records of 2800 children from the 
poorest districts of Chicago pro- 
vide the best information in this 
country on the effectiveness of 
the vaccine. In the half of that 
group who were vaccinated in the 
first week after birth, only one 
died of tuberculosis in the next 
10 years and only 11 contracted 
the disease, although all of them 
could be expected, because of 
their enviroment, to come into 
contact with the disease. 


Results in Other Half. 

In the half that received no 
vaccine but were observed for 
comparison with the others, seven 
died of tuberculosis in that 10- 
year period, and 39 contracted the 
disease. 

It will take years of continued 


whether the vaccination, with 
periodic booster shots, will offer 
protection in later life. This fact, 
acknowledged by those who are 
enthusiastic about BCG, is cited 
by its opponents as good reason 
for dropping its use until those 
years of study are completed. 

This point was made here re- 
cently by Dr. J. Arthur Myers, 
chief of the tuberculosis service at 
Minneapolis General 
who told a St. Louis University 
School of Medicine audience that 
there is “not one iota of evidence 
that any effective agent of immu- 
nization against tuberculosis is in 
existence today.”

Although BCG is net part of the 
anti-tuberculosis program at the 
Veterans’ Administration Hospital 
at Jefferson Barracks, the Federal 
Government elsewhere is doing 
much to promote the use of the 
vaccine. The United States Public 
Health Service has started a pro- 
gram in Muscogee county, Georgia, 
offering BCG vaccination on a 
mass basis in connection with a 
country-wide chest X-ray program. 

City physicians are considering 
the use of BCG for the staff of 
Robert Koch Hospital and for 
persons in the families of tuber- 
culos patients there 


Appraisal Difficult. 

Appraising the effectiveness of 
BCG is made difficult by the 
nature of tuberculosis. An initial 
attack of the disease often goes 
undetected, its only noticeable re- 
sult being a shift from negative 
to positive reaction to the tuber- 
culin skin test. This same shift 
is brought about deliberately 
through the injection of BCG. 

Some of the doctors who oppose 
the use of BCG point out that a 
person who has recovered from 
the initial attack can later, be- 
cause ot overwork or malnutri- 
tion, come down with a serious 
case of tuberculosis. In that sense, 
they say, a positive tuberculin re- 
action can mean an increased 
susceptibility

achool costs increased 76.1 per 
cent. 

In another study, Bruce found 
that assessed valuation of proper- 
ty, rea! and personal, increased 
only 21.68 per cent in the last 10 
years in St. “ouis. The total 
assessed valuation 25 years ago 
and today is almost the same, he 
said. But national income, from 
which the Federal Government 
derives much of its revenue

Should 
there be a war, its recommendation would 
determine how much every American 
would eat, work and earn, and what per- 
centages ef every vital resource would be 
devoted to war and to civilian production. 


Under the reorganization plan, Symington, 
is the chairman, would have the practical

This 
n effect is a war cabinet, representing the 
State, Treasury, Defense, Interior, Agricul- 
ure, Commerce and Labor Departments. 

As chairman of this group, Symington will 
xe an active member of the top policy-making 
National Security Council, headed by Presi- 
lent Truman and composed of Vice President 
3arkley, and Secretaries Acheson and John- 
ion, and Symington. @ther Cabinet officers 
and agency heads are called into NSC meet- 
ngs when international problems affecting 
‘heir jurisdictions arise. Symington will also 
uttend Cabinet sessions on “appropriate” oc- 
tasions, meaning when war questions are up 
‘or discussion.

Symington Tackles New Job 
With Familiar Zest and Ease. 


Symington, tall, blue-eyed, blond and ath- 
‘etic, is just getting used to his promotion 
from the Pentagon to the spacious office on 
‘he seconde floor of “Old State,” now known 
as the Executive Offices Building because it 
houses most of the agencies that are attached 
to the presidency. Immediately after his 
appointment, he said he wanted “to case the 
joint” before he started talking for publica- 
tion. 

This free and easy use of the vernacular 
was typical of Symington, the wealthy Yale 
man who was able to talk the same language 
as Communist Bill Sentner of St. Louis, when 
Svmington's Emerson Electric Co. was having 
labor troubles while working on war con- 
tracts. It also endeared him to the Air Force 
flvers. whose budget battles he fought in 
Congress and before publie forums. Behind 
his gum-chewing, smiling face, there is the 
quick mind of an experienced administrator 
and of a born salesman. 

In his new job, seated behind a new wal- 
nut desk in the old-fashioned room with a 
marble fireplace. Symington looks the part 
of the successful young executive. On the 
mantel are two miniature silk flags, one 
American, the other Symington’s own symbol 
of Secretary of the Air Force. By his side is 
and electrically lighted world globe. He has 
not been in the office long enough to fill the 
bookcases at his back. 

After three weeks, he could only give the 
broadest outlines of his plans. 

“My first job,” he told the Post-Dispatch, 
“is to see that we have good staff men. For

The problem 
will be to simplify fire hoses and connections 
so nearby cities can help each other in event 
of an attack or sabotage and to build up 
stockpiles of medicines required after an 
atomic explosion.

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WAYNE MORSE 
Beats @ strategic retreat. 


PORTLAND, Ore., May 13. 


LAUDE PEPPER’S recent defeat in the 

Florida Democratic primaries is having a 
| spectacular impact 4000 miles away, 
_catty-corner across the nation, in the Repub- 
‘lican primary election to be held next Fri- 
day in the state of Oregon. 

A campaign closely patterned after the 
techniques used successfully by George 
Smathers against Pepper now is under 
way here. The intended victim is 49-year- 
old Wayne Lyman Morse, vocal and 
swarthy-browed maverick Republican Sen- 
ator from Oregon. 

Oregon newspapers are full of expensive 
display ads assailing Morse for opposing the 
deportation of Harry Bridges seven years 
ago, for signing a petition in behalf of a 
pardon for the late Tom Mooney, and for 
voting as a Senator to confirm Henry Wal- 
lace, Aubrey Williams, Raymond McKeough 
and Leland Olds as government officials.

tions in Oregon and in distant Florida is that 
Morse’s adversary is a political nonentity 
named Dave Hoover. The extreme right wing 
of the Republican Party scoured the state 
for months. One after another, prominent 
conservatives begged off challenging Morse. 

Investigation by the press revealed that 
Hoover is a former Los Angeles deputy sher- 
iff who operates a 400-acre farm near the 
settlement of Deadwood. 

This campaign was dull and humdrum 
until word came from far-off Florida that 
Pepper had been beaten. The latent pos- 
sibilities in a red-baiting fusillade suddenly 
were apparent to Dave Hoover’s managers. 
They even have attempted to tie Morse in- 
directly to the Fuchs case by quoting re- 
peatedly the Senator’s plea that “we listen 
to the men of science rather than to those 
appealing to the fears of the people.” 

The stripe of this onslaught against Morse 
is made ironic by the fact that as long ago as 
last September he began a strategic retreat 
from some of his liberal positions. 

Although Morse often had praised the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority, he came out flatly 
against the Administration’s proposed Colum- 
bia Valley Authority, which would closely 
parallel TVA. These attacks on CVA have 
become more frequent as the primary elec- 
tion nears. 

Morse also has been withdrawing from 
other exposed salients. 

At several deportation hearings he testi- 
fied as a character witness for Harry 
Bridges. But when a San Francisco jury 
convicted Bridges of perjury last month, 
Morse immediately issued a statement hail- 
ing the verdict and denouncing Bridges for 
following “the line of the Communist 
party.” 

In addition, as he stumps this vast state 
of nearly 100,000 square miles, Morse is em- 
phasizing his opposition to “socialized medi- 
cine” and his indorsement by such fellow 
members of the Senate as Forest Donnell of 
Missouri, William F. Knowland of California 
and Alexander Wiley of Wisconsin. 

This strategy has not been without results. 
The treasurer of the Morse campaign com- 
mittee is Edward C. Sammons, president of 
the U. S. National Bank of Portland and a 
director of Pacific Power & Light Company. 
'This week, Charles A. Sprague, former Re- 
publican Governor of Oregon, indorsed the 
maverick Senator in his Daily Statesman, 
published at the state capital of Salem. And 
Philip H. Parrish, editor of the Oregonian 
at Portland, largest paper in the state, said 
he “definitely” would support Morse. 


Strike Moves Closer to Home; 
Morse Suddenly Becomes Quiet. 


Morse’s gingerliness regarding questions 
close to home was most evident in the Ha- 
waiian dock strike. Morse delivered several 
speeches which were sympathetic to the 
workers and inferentially critical of industrial 
feudalism in the Islands. Then the strike 
moved 2000 miles nearer to Oregon, when 
shipping companies tried to break it by 
larfding a load of pineapple at the Columbia 
river port of The Dalles. 

Violence flared between longshoremen and 


State troopers on Oregon soil, but Morse 


commented no more on the Hawaiian strike. 


Present indications are that Morse will 
survive next Friday’s primary, but that he 
might have been defeated by a conserva- 
tive of real calibre. 

For many years Oregon has been the most 
overwhelmingly Republican state in the West. 
Alone among the 11 commonwealths on the 
sundown side of the Continental Divide, it 
supported Governor Dewey in 1948. Oregon

This evidence is so obviously corrupted 
by political and other pressures that it is 
a duty to correct the impression conveyed. 

Stating the case as briefly as possible, I 
think it fair to say that the really crucial 
years in China were those when General 
Joseph W. Stilwell commanded the China- 
Burma-India Theater, from 1942 until 1944. 
In this period, Professor Owen Lattimore, 
who was always at best a fringe figure, 
played his most important role in our China 
policy, as adviser to Chiang Kai-shek. 

In this rather brief assignment, he ac- 
complished nothing, but he was quite obvi- 
ously loyal both to the American Govern- 
ment and the Generalissimo Chiang. 

Professor Lattimore had no part whatever 
in the real debate about China policy, in 
which the different points of view have been 
fantastically misrepresented by Senator Mc- 
Carthy and his friends. No informed person 
ever supposed that offering blank checks to 
the National Government of China would 
accomplish anything. Those who advocated 
a strong policy of aiding the National Gov- 
ernment only did so with the proviso that 
the aid given would be closely controlled by 
American representatives on the spot, as it 
was during the short and successful period 
of General Wedemeyer’s command. 

It should be noted that the Congressional 
advocates of postwar aid to China specifically 
rejected the responsibility involved in this 
sort of local on-the-spot control in the first 
major bill appropriating funds for the pur- 
pose during General Marshall’s period as 
Secretary of State. .

Returning to the vastly more important 
war period, the other school of thought was 
composed primarily of General Stilwell and 
his political advisers. General Stilwell, so 
far as one could judge, was chiefly animated 
by his personal detestation of Generalissimo 
Chiang, arising from their disagreements. 
His. political advisers, among whom was Mr. 
John Stewart Service, were operating on a 
more reasoned theory, however. 

They asserted, first, that the National Gov- 
ernment was too féeble and corrupt ever to 
be reformed, even with direct American help 
and under direct. American pressure. They 
said, second, that the Chinesé¢ Communists 
were therefore bound to win in the end, no 
matter what measures might be taken by the 
United States. In the third place, they 
argued that the Soviet Union, in so far as 
it had intervened in China at ally had given 
all its assistance to the regime of Generalis- 
simo Chiang rather than to the Communists, 
who received no tangible Russian aid what- 
ever until the war was over. 

Fourthly, they suggested that the Chi- 
nese Communists might be induced to 
declare their independence of the Kremlin 
if they were treated as friends and allies 
by the United States. 

Opening friendly relations and offering 
aid to the Chinese Communists was frankly 
admitted -to be a bold gamble. The gamble 
now looks better than it did then. 

On the one hand, the Yugoslav Commy- 
nists, whose experience was precisely what 
‘the experience of the Chinese Communists 
'would have been if they had received Amer- 
ican aid, have now rebelled against the 
Kremlin. On the other hand, the recent be-

sively defeated with the dismissal of General 
Stilwell, in October, 1944. This occurred 
many months after I had finally succeeded 
in getting into uniform, as a member of 
General C. L. Chennault’s staff in the Four- 
teenth Air Force. But although I had long 
before become a mere junior officer in the 
Air Force, the effect of my letters to Harry 
L. Hopkins and the other representations I 
had made was acknowledged by implication 
in. General Marshall’s first instructions to 
General Wedemeyer. 
These are, so to speak, my credentials. 
Having known the situation in wartime 
China far more intimately than any of the 
pro-McCarthy witnesses you have yet 
heard, I think it is my duty to say that 
while I disputed the judgment, I never 
had the faintest doubt of the loyalty of any 
of the American officials or others whom 
McCarthy has attacked. They were serving 
the United States to the best of their 
abilityy with courage and fidelity. This 
should be sufficient to protect them from 
the kind of vulgar attack McCarthy has 
made, even if their judgment was incor- 
rect. 

Although our views clashed so sharply, I 
was particularly well acquainted. with Mr. 
Service. To the best of my knowledge, al- 
though I thought then and think now that 
he was gravely in error, he was a most con- 
scientious, decent American public servant. 

I may cite one fact, at least, to show how 
erroneous it can be to judge situations from 
the viewpoint of a later time. Former Vice 
President Henry A. Wallace has been, in ef- 
fect, a pliable stooge for the American Com- 
munist party for more than two years. From 
this, many people have inferred that Wallace 
was a Communist stooge in wartime 

In fact, however, nothing could have been 
more contrary to the party line in wartime 
than to urge the dismissal of General Stil- 
well, yet Wallace recommended the dismissal 
of Stilwell and his replacement by Wede- 
meyer in a telegram from China to President 
Roosevelt in the late spring of 1944. Inci- 
dentally, the telegram was sent with the full 
knowledge of Mr. John Carter Vincent, who 
entered no protest whatever, although he too 
has been under attack as a Communist stooge.

In conclusion, there are two points which 
I feel I must make. First, I do not think I 
was wrong in opposing the policy of gam- 
bling on winning the friendship of the 
Chinese Communists and inducing them to 
déclare their independence of the Kremlin, 


_I do not think I was wrong, simply because 
I and the others who took the same view 
could not possibly foresee that when this 


policy of winning the friendship of the Chi- 
nese Communists had been defeated with 
the dismissal of General Stilwell, there would 
be a long period after the war during which 
we had no China policy at all. None of the 
men now under attack by Senator McCarthy 
had any important responsibility, to my 
knowledge, for this singular hiatus. 
Speaking for myself, if I could have 
foreseen that the only alternative to a 
policy of gambling on the friendship of 
the Chinese Communists was a kind of 
vacuum of policy, I should have been on 
the other side in the struggle in China, 
The gamble on the Chinese Communists, . 
although unnecessary, in my opinion, was 
at least a reasonable gamble, such as 
could be advocated by loyal Americans. 
Second, I should like to suggest to your 
committee that if the test of loyalty is fol- 


_ lowing the line of the Communist party, you 
had much better launch an investigation of

Uniess I am gravely mistaken, such a 
tabulation will show that these three Sen- 
ators, and most of the others who have 
joined them in the present clamor, have 
voted the straight Communist party line 
on every major issue of foreign policy, as 
laid down in “The Daily Worker,” ever 
since the end of the war. 

If temporary agreement with the party 
line is to be made the test of loyalty, let 
these men explain their records.

In summary, I do not attempt to excuse 
or palliate the grave American mistakes in 
China, which I have often before denounced, 
but I submit that we may as well abandon

alize in their own records. I still believe 
that the loss of China was unnecessary, but 
think it far more important that we should 
destroy the decent traditions of Ameri- 
political life. These now seem to be

There is no turning back now. 

There is only one way to go and it is forward. 

The choice has been made: 

It is ‘progress—not decay. 

When Mayor Darst told the United States Con- 
ference of Mayors about St. Louis’ plans to erect 
modern housing in the place of slums and blight. 
he told St. Louis plans to the whole country. 

When the Mayor stood up on Friday at the 
Waldorf Astoria in New York and described this 
community’s plight and the resolve to do some- 
thing about it now. he made the city’s decision 


. irrevocable. 


It is progress—not decay. 

To his everlasting credit. Mayor Darst was as 
frank as he could be: 

He glossed over nothing. 

He told how old the story of bad housing is in 
St. Louis. He confessed that although tens of 
thousands of words have been written and 
preached, dismayingly little has ever betn done. 

He admitted that there have been bursts of 
civic enthusiasm from which came almost no re- 
sults 

The Mayor turned the calendar back to 1903 
~—47 years ago. He read from the report of the 
City Health Commissioner. It‘ described the 
tenements of the day as “a disgrace to the muni- 
cipality and a reflection on the community.” 

The Mayor quoted from the Civic League’s 
survey of 1908—42 years ago. Its report of slum 
conditions electrified St. Louisans of the day. 
That survey, as Mayor Darst told his fellow 
Mayors, reads like something written this year. 
But the community quickly got over the shock. 
Citizens forthwith proceeded to do nothing. 

And so it has gone down through the years to 
May, 1950. The slum cancer, to use the Mayor’s 
accurate phrase, has overrun wide areas of the 
city. It has destroyed property values. It has 
sped the flight of residents out of the city to 
St. Louis county and to suburban Illinois. It 
has fastened a strangle hold on downtown. Now 
it has begun to choke out the city’s very life. 

And all the while, the slums have cost St. 
Louis far more than their share and paid in much 
less than their part. Crime, juvenile delinquency 
and tuberculosis are at their worst in areas of 


substandard housing. But the taxes paid on | 


such property are very low. In its slums, St. 
Louis spends $7.50 for services for every $1 it 
receives in taxes, the Mayor said: 

So say’ng, Mayor Darst demonstrated his lead- 
ership. He faced away from the dark and profit- 
less past and looked straight, into the future. He 
pointed to the signposts raised in the last year 
which show what this future can be like—what 
it must be like, what it is going to be like. 

The first of these signposts was placed by the 
Federal Government in Washington, the second 
by the State Government in Jefferson City and 
the third by the City Government in St. Louis. 

Th2y are: ; 

1. The 1949 Federal Housing Act. | 
2. The Missouri Urban Redevelopmert 

Corporation Act. 

3. The Mayor’s Committee on Urban Re- 


development. 
No. 1 and No. 2 are on the lawbooks for use. 


For these to apply to St. Louis, it remains only 


for the Mayor’s Committee to set them. in mo- 
tion. All that is needed is subscription by the 
business community and individuals of a rela- 
tively small sum to get these dow ‘wn area 
housing projects under way. 

The decision was made by Mayor Darst in 
New York. 

The funds will be raised. 

The slums will be cleaned out, 

New, modern housing for a healthier, happier, 
less costly St. Louis will be built.

Progress—not decay! 


Good, Clean Sport 

Legend has it that amateur sport started when 
one Oenomaus announced that anybody who 
could beat him in a chariot race could marry 
his daughter Hippodamia. 

This standing challenge, which is supposed to 
be the genesis of the Olympic Games, ended 
with history’s, or mythology’s, first recorded 
“fixing” of an athletic contest. When Hip- 
podamia spotted Pelops coming a-wooing, her 
girlish heart beat so much faster that she slipped 
her father’s charioteer a bribe to remove a 
spoke from a wheel of ber father’s chariot. 

Athletic contests still can be won by similar 
means. The race may indeed go to the man who 
is swiftest—with a well-placed dollar. Bradley 
University’s basketball star Paul Unruh re- 
ported that he had been offered -a bribe to 
throw a tournament game in New York. He 
added that players for “southern schools” were 
receiving as much as $200 a month salary. 

These facts are related. So long as colleges 
stay in the business of providing professional 
athletics barely disguised’ under an amateur 
cloak, gamblers and other such sporting gentry 
will try to reap a rich harvest from suborning 
the “amateur” players. - 

This may be a: lesson in morals, but not 
exactly the moral uplift amateur sport is sup- 
posed to provide. Neither is the hypocritical 
amateurism many colleges profess. 

The Greeks apparently cleaned up the Olym- 
pic Games by aiming for the high goal of 
achieving a harmonious discipline of body and 
mind. American colleges and universities might 
well aim for the same goal, and stop using 
“amateur” sports to gain funds or prestige. 


On the night of May 27-28, 1947, a safe in the 
Kansas City Election Commissioners’ office was 
blasted and. vital evidence in the 1946 Demo- 
cratic primary vote frauds was stolen. From 
that day to this, no agency of the law, not even 
the celebrated FBI, has brought about the arrest 
of the guilty person or persons. Since the statute 
of limitations takes effect after three years, the 
FBI has 14 days to solve this outrageous crime 
against the cornerstone of American democracy 
—free and honest elections. 


Reneging on Better Government 

It isn't good business for a subordinate to be 
independent of his boss, or for authority to be 
divided. It isn’t good government, either, and 
the Hoover commission recommended correcting 
many such weaknesses in the Government. Im- 
provements of this and other sorts would make 
operation more economical and more efficient, 
the commission pointed out. Members of Con- 
gress were all for it. 

They continued to be all for it until the pain- 
ful necessity arose of putting these fine princi- 
ples into practice. Then enough members vot- 
ed against abolishing the independent office of 
counsel to the National Labor Relations Board. 
and putting the Camptroller of the Currency un- 
der the Secretary of the Treasury, to defeat 
both proposals in the Senate. 

Correction of the divided authority of the 
NLRB and its counsel was not one of the rec- 
ommendations of the Hoover commission but 
was clearly in harmony with its general plan of 
pinning down responsibility. President Truman 
said before the Taft-Hartley Act created the 
office of NLRB counsel as an independent one 
that it “would invite conflict.” Yet the legisia- 
tion was so framed that the NLRB cannot act 
on a case until the counsel certifies it. Robert 
N. Denham, the counsel, has been at continual 
war with the board, with the result, as Mr. Tru- 
man says, that NLRB is “a two-headed freak.” 
The Senate itself was so much impressed by the 
nonsensicality of this state of affairs that it 
voted last year to abolish the job of counsel, an 
amendment which the House never acted upon. 

As for the Comptroller of the Currency. he is 
nominally under the Secretary of the Treasury. 
but as in so many instances in the Government 
the department head can be ignored. In this in- 
stance the Comptroller of the Currency runs 
around his nominal superior by being able to 


report directly to Congress. Either this office’ 
should be under the Secretary of the Treasury 
or it should not—but not maybe-yes, maybe-no. 
Former President Hoover said a few days ago 
that reorganization under his plans got off to a 
“brilliant start” but now is being bogged down 
by pressure groups. The hostile reception which 
is now being givén in Congress to the particu- 
Jars of the improvements which Congress has 
professed to favor in general is unhappy evi- 


dence that he was right.

Gov. Stevenson Swings Hard 

Adlai E. Stevenson was not present in person 
when the Illinois Highway Police raided and 
closed the notorious Hyde Park Club and the 
200 Club in Madison ‘county. But he might as 
well have been. The raids were his raids. It 
was the Governor of Illinois who enforced the 
state law against commercialized gambling when 
local authority flagrantly failed to do its duty. 

No official needs to be commended for doing 
what he is sworn to do. What Gov. Stevenson’ 
did was only that which those who know his 
character and moral stamina believed all along 
he would do eventually. In many parts of 
Illinois. he and Attorney General Elliott have 
been able to improve local law enforcement by 
persuasion. But Madison county remained a 
black spot of open violation. 

Understandably the Governor was reluctant to 
use a means so drastic as employment of the 
Highway Police. But it has been clear that he 
would not permit indefinitely a State Adminis- 
tration with so high a tone of integrity to be 
spotted by operators of underworld joints. The 
sudden, dramatic and well-executed raids in 
Venice and Madison are the answer. 

One man should have a redder face than any 
one else. He is not Gregory E. Moore even 
though “Red” is the nickname Of the co-owner 
of Hyde Park. The man who should have the. 
reddest face is State’s Attorney Austin Lewis. 
Not only had Lewis “legalized” syndicate gam- 
bling by calling in the operators for periodic 
fines; he had, only a few hours before the 


raids, issued 16 informations for a new round of . 


such pay-off fines. 

The commercialized lawbreakefs now know 
what Gov. Stevenson can and will do. He will 
send in the state police. They will make arrests. 
They will. seize evidence. They will be ready 
to present the facts to grand juries. Is not this 
sufficient warning for them to close up? 

Is it not warning also to local officials who 
have been a party to such law violations? Or 
are there other state’s attorneys who prefer to 
be shown up in the way that Austin Lewis gas 


been shown up by these raids in his own county?

Diplomacy by Attrition 

Washington's order to close the Czech lega- 
tions in Cleveland and Pittsburgh follows a 
pattern of diplomatic attrition, begun by the 
Soviet satellites in the East. The end result 
may be no diplomacy at all. 

Bulgaria remains the classic example of diplo- 
matic tit-for-tat practiced by Communist gov- 
ernments. By making it virtually impossible for 
American officials to operate in Sofia, Bulgaria 
foreed the United States to break off relations. 

Hufigary has demanded a cut in the American 
diplomatic staff, which the United States has 
rejected. And Romania closed the American 
information unit in March, after which the 
United States shut down the Romanian com- 
mercial office in New York. In every case the 
Communist Governments made scurrilous at- 
tacks on officials or visitors from this country. 

Czechoslovakia began in the same way, by 
accusing Americans in Germany of mistreating 


Czechs, then closing our information service, 


ousting our press attache and finally demanding 
a reduction in our official personnel. 

In all this there is a clear pattern. The State 
Department's note to Prague charges that the 
Czech Government is unable to follow an inde- 
pendent policy—meaning, of course, independent 
from the policy of the Kremlin. [It is not the 
State Department's desire to ring down the cur- 
tain between this country and Eastern Europe. 
The choice will be made in Moscow, and per- 
haps it has already been made.

It would be .difficult to find a person 
whose life is more representative of the 
course of modern history than is that of 
Robert A. Millikan, whose work in science 
has helped to change the world’s thought, 
and whose contributions as a citizen have 
substantially strengthened our nation. The 
great event of modern history is the emer- 
gence of a democratic society in which life 
is vastly influenced by science. 

“I suspect,” writes Millikan, “that the 
changes that have taken place during the 
last century in the average man’s funda- 
mental beliefs, in his philosophy, in his 
concept of religion, 
in his whole world 
outlook, are greater 
than the changes that 
occurred during the 
preceding 4000 years 
all put together.” 

Why? “Because of 
science and its ap- 
plications to human 
life, for these have 
bloomed in my time 
as no one in history 
had ever dreamed 
could be possible.” 


_ Millikan’s auto- 
biography illustrates 
the growth of this 
scientific influence, in which the author 
himself had a powerful hand. 


Science owes its origin to men from 
many nations. A remarkable aspect of 
its recent growth, however, has been the 
increasing importance of the part played 
by Americans. When Millikan began his 
study of physics in 1893, American sci- 
entists were rare indeed.

Many From the Midwest 


Toward the close of his career he finds 
his compatriots occupying a leading place. 
Noteworthy also is the fact that some 60 
per cent of the present leading American 
scientists have originated in the Midwest, 
so that the author’s birth and upbringing 
in the Mississippi valley is representative 
of the majority group of American sci- 
entific men. 


Statistically typical of the training of 
our scientists are likewise the facts that 
he was the son of a Protestant minister 
whose six children later moved to various 
parts of the country, and that his initial 
education was in the public schools and 
in a denominational college. 


Thus it is that Millikan’s story gives an 
example of the characteristic contributions 


of some of the factors that have brought 
America into its present position as a 
world leader. eat 

especial interest to the scientific 
reader will be the author's account of his 


own remarkable researches. His proof that 
all electrons bear precisely the same elec- 
tric charge and his accurate measurement 
of that charge is one of the classic experi- 
ments of modern physics. 


His precision measurement of the ratio 
of the energy of a photo-electron to the 
frequency of the light that ejects it rein- 
forced the evidence for Einstein's theory 
of the photo-electric effect, and was an 
important step in establishing the photon 
theory of the nature of light. 

He performed a great service to science 
in calling attention to the significance of 
cosmic rays, and, with the help of his stu- 
dents, using them effectively for reveal- 
ing new elemental components of matter. 

Since the time of Benjamin Franklin, 
there have been few if any native-born 
Americans whose researches have affected 
more significantly the development of sci- 
entific thought. 


A Contrast With Europe 


Not the least of Millikan’s contributions 
have been in the writing of scientific books. 
His writings that have perhaps had the 
greatest influence have been his “First 
Course in Physics,” originally done in co- 
operation with Henry Gale, which during 
its successive editions has been studied by 
millions of students, and his own “The 
Electron,” which in later editions included 
also the other fields of experimental phys- 
ics. 

Perhaps, however, in no field are the 
author’s comments of greater significance 
than in that of science and religion. He 
places “(1) the spirit of religion, ‘2) the 
spirit of science ‘or knowledge)” as the 
pillars upon which rest human well-being 
and all of human progress. 

The eontrast between this view. typical 
of a large group of American scientists, 
and that of the European positivists is 
striking. 

To the positivists, religion is a super- 
stitious delusion that is the antithesis of 
science. To those represented by Milli- 
kan, religion and science form two dis- 
tinct aspects of man’s life, inspiration and 
knowledge, which while mutually related 
cannot be inconsistent. 

For those who would understand the 
scientists that have played so large a part 
in changing our world, | do not know 
where to find a more illuminating book 
than this. It is authoritative and emi- 
nently readable. 

Only in certain matters of minor sig- 
nificance, such as his pessimistic view of 
the future possibilities of atomic power. 
would the reviewer consider the thoughts 
expressed by the author as misleading. 

Taken as a whole, this autobiography is 
an important contribution to the under- 
standing of what is perhaps the greatest 
age of history.

HE Communist Government of 
T Bulgaria has introduced the 

checkoff system in its taxation 
of factory workers and other em- 
ployes of nationalized industry. 

The new measure is a step in 
the “get tough” treatment now 
being applied against industrial 
employes of goevrnment factories 
in Hungary and Czechoslovakia, 
as well as in Bulgaria. 

The basis of Communist power 
in the Balkans is the cash- 
dependent, urban industrial work- 
er, who alone can provide the 
“mass base” for the acts of police 
and army power which constitute 
Communist social action. Fet- 
tered to wages, lacvking the farm- 
ers’ refuge of production of food 
for himself, the factory worker is 
Communist clay. 

While Czechoslovakia, Poland 
and even Hungary have many 
such workers, Bulgaria and Ro- 
mania are short of them. The 
first Communist effort, therefore, 
is to expand industry and to woo 
the proletarianized governmental 
workers. 

The courtship in Bulgaria has 
run for five years on a basis 
under which workers outside gov- 
ernment industry, and farmers. 
paic most of the taxes. The idea 
was to accelerate the drift of em- 
ployment toward the _ govern- 


mental industries, by drawing the | 


workers there with the special 
cushion of tax immunity. 

Now nearly all industry has 
been nationalized, except for a 
few tiny remnants of small bus- 
iness. So the immunity comes 
sharply to an end. The govern- 
mental workers are ordered to 
take cuts of 5 to 10 per cent in 
their salaries, as “taxes.”

Communism and Its Antidote 


LEAVES FROM A RUSSIAN DIARY

HEN Sorokin’s “Leaves 
W eon a Russian Diary” 

first appeared in 1924, its 
charges of unspeakable Bolshe- 
vist brutality, corruption, and 
hypocrisy were challenged by 
by many who saw in Bolshe- 
vism a hope for the freedom of 
oppressed peoples everywhere. 
In the light of events of the last 
few years, it would appear that 
the author is entitled to pre- 
sent his critics with an I-told- 
you-so writ large. 


In 1917 Sorokin was a profes- 
sor in the University of Petro- 
grad and an active enemy of 
the Czarist regime. His diary 
records the street disorders 
that were, eventually, to over- 
throw the Czar and establish a 
republic which, in turn, was to 
be overthrown by the Bolshe- 


vist (name changed in 1918 to

“The Russian 
Revolution,” he writes, ‘was 
begun by hungry women and 
children demanding bread and 
herring. They started by wreck- 
ing tram cars and looting... .

What we 
need, he asserts, is a basic “re- 
integration” of our culture, 
which “‘can be achieved neither 
by the methods of the Revolu- 
tion nor by the essentially sim- 
ilar techniques of the vocifer- 
ous Crusaders against the Revo- 
lution.

There is a feud in progress be- 
tween the fox hunters and the 
tobacco growers of Plum Grove, 
the family seat of the Sparks 
Clan, and the “abduction” of 
Did precipitates a state of war 
between the city people—tied by 
Did’s father—and the hill folk.

Did stays put, 
refreshes his soul, hardens his 
muscles, learns the skills and 
techniques involved in wrest- 
ing a living from the mountain 
soil and finds a girl. He has 
promised to come back to 
Greenwood and resume _ his 
schooling. But his heart is in 
the hills—and he knows he will 
retugn. 

Obviously Mr. Stuart believes 
his hill folk are the salt of the 
earth: there are no Jeeter 
Lesters or Darling Jills in this 


Tobacco Road. And he has 
drawn his characters so persua- 
sively that the observer realizes 
that it’s a kind of never-never 
land of primeval virtue only 
when he stops reading and 
takes time for reflection. Did’s 
ready acceptance of his new 
life seems more than a little 
improbable but Did himself 
holds your interest and awak- 
ens your sympathy. Sparkie— 
who fights his enemies by 
squirting tobacco juice in their 
eyes—is also an artfully drawn 
character and almost as mem- 
orable as Huck Finn. Arn and 
Peg are heart-warming sym- 
bols of the dignity and generos- 
ity that a life close to nature 
is supposed to confer. 


If these people are merely 
creatures of Mr. Stuart's myth-

ERIOUS history, when re- ~ 


counted by a historian with 

a flair for the lan- 
guage, can be far more excit- 
ing than the feeble efforts of 
historical romancers, as Miss 
Kelly . demonstrates in this 
book. 

Eleanor was the most fasci- 


nating woman in a fascinating 


period. She went on crusade 
to the Holy Land, reigned in 
the Courts of Love at Poitiers, 
fenced with the papacy and 
Philip Augustus of France, bat- 
tled her stormy and obstreper- 
ous male relations, and ruled 
most of England and France for 
10 years. 

When she wasn’t in prison, 
she spent almost as much time 
on horseback as in her castles. 
All this in an age when other 
women were dynastic prizes 
with the sole function of giving. 
birth to sons. 

The men in Eleanor’s life 
were worthy of her and the 
flamboyant time in which they 
lived. They ranged from the 
strong-willed, able and tempes- 
tuous Henry II of England to 
the ascetic, moody and deter- 
minedly pious Louis VII of 
France; from the _ dashing, 
flashy and generally ineffectual 
Richard the Lion-Heartéd to his 
malicious, lack-luster and equal- 
ly ineffectual brother, John 
Lackland. 

And Miss Kelly’s account is 
worthy of Eleanor, her two 
royal husbands and four sons. 
Her sources are ‘the ancient 
chroniclers who wrote about 
the events at, or shortly after, 
the time they occurred. Result 
is that the actions and the mo- 
tives are unvarnished and emi- 
nently those of the real feudal 
nobility, not of Victorian Eng- 
land or twentieth century Hol- 
lywood.

(Sheed and Ward, 863 pgs., $5.) 

HIS’ substantial volume 
T commte the monumental 
and, to many, momentous 
task begun by Monsignor Knox 
in 1939 at the request of the 

English hierarchy — that of 

translating anew the _ entire 

Bible. Working in a tradition of 

impeccable scholarship, Msgr. 

Knox first did the New Testa- 

ment, rendering it in “a sort 

of timeless English” alive with 

“the idiom of our own day 

without its neologisms” but 

with perhaps “something of an 
old-fashioned flavor about it.” 


The Old Testament, however, 
Msgr. Knox felt, required a re- 
turn to the past—to “an earlier 
and more vigorous tradition of 
English.” Now that the full 
work is available (Volume I of 
the Knox Old Testament—Gen- 
esis through Esther—appeared 
last year), churchmen and lay- 
men alike can judge of its over- 
all effect. 


Speaking as one of the latter, 
this reviewer is inclined to 
agree with the substance of one 
or two full-length appraisals 
already published—that as a 
complement to the Douay and 
King James renderings it is 
valuable indeed, but that un- 
like the King James version it 
does not inspire, “does not 
strike into the heart and set the 
mind singing.” 

Only an extended compari- 
son, impossible here, can show 
conclusively how excellently 
the Knox translation rates for 
clarity, ease of reading, and 


scholarship, but also how far 


below the King James version 
it falls as regards poetic quali- 
ties.

en's excitement over Mr.

The myth itself, around which 
the story revolves, is almost a 
formula. Take a hunting camp 
under the Truchas, a Mexican 
house in Taos, and a few hero- 
ic men and women, add a dash 
of frank sex and a trace of 
gun-play, and you have the 
recipe for “Grant of Kingdom.” 
It is a good recipe, in spite of 
highbrow critics, and Mr. Fer- 
gusson handles it well, because 
he loves New Mexico and he is 
fascinated by the heroic fig- 
ures from its past. 

But those figures are given 
a new kind of proportion in 
this story. Jean Ballard, the 
trader in beaver and horses, 
marries Consuelo, the beautiful 
daughter of the Mexican house 
of Coronel, and he acquires with 
her a grant of 2000 square miles 
of frontier land. On the grant 
he builds a Patriarchal estab- 
lishment which he rules for 20 
years with vigor, justice and 
an ample generosity. 

When debts pile up on him, 
his place is bought by shrewd 
Major Blore, an ex-Civil War 
officer, who cashes in on the 
pioneer’s labor. To guard 
against trouble when the es- 
tate changes hands, the Major 
imports Clay Tighe, a fearless 
quick-on-the-trigger sheriff of 
a frontier community. To con- 
solidate his gains, the Major

has been developed by Mr. 

Abel, editor and publisher of 

the Professional Photographer 

and the Commercial Photog- 
rapher and for 16 years execu- 
tive manager of the Photog- 
raphers’ Association of America. 

In the last-named capacity he 
developed a “criticism service” 
for members, and most of the 
print criticisms in this volume 
are. among the results. Any 

photographer could send in a 


print and have it criticized by 


a panel of 40 noted professional 
photographers. 

In “What's Wrong with this 
Picture” Mr. Abel has assem- 
bled 90 of these analyses. In 
the first 10 of them pairs of 
photographers swap prints for 
criticisms, and both the prints 
and the analyses are signed. 
The remaining 80 are anony- 
mous. 

From these criticisms anyone, 


from the rankest tyro to the 
most finished technician can 
learn something about the art 
he is trying to serve. To the 
learner it is much more inter- 
esting and meaningful to see 
the problems of posing, compo- 
sition, lighting, printing, re- 
touching, and so forth demon- 
strated in these pages than it 
would be to read about them 
in the abstract. 

The criticisms,’ furthermore, 
are distinguished for their 
good-humoredness, fairness, ap- 
preciative perception and bal- 
ance. If there is but one good 
point in an otherwise undis- 
tinguished picture, perhaps no 
more than the textural render- 
ing of an area of shirtfront, it 
receives appreciation. If an 
excellent photograph contains 
minor defects, they are men- 
tioned, but in the broader per- 
spective of excellence. 

As examples of good manners 
and literary skill in the field of 
criticism, these print analyses 
could well be used as models,

HOFFMAN ASSERTS 
COMMUNISM COULD 
BE ‘PASSING STORM’

NEW YORK, May 13 tAP)— 
Paul G. Hoffman, head of the 
Economic Co-operation Adminis- 
‘tration, said today that Commu- 
nism will prove to be nothing but 
a “passing storm” if America 


wages a “four*front cold war” 


» | against it. 


He told the United States Con- 


‘ference of Mayors that 90 per cent 


of the people of Poland and 
Czechoslovakia “detest the system 
under which they are forced to 
live.” If given a reasonable 
chance of success, they will break 
away from Communism, he added. 

Hoffman addressed the closing 


session of the three-day confer- | 


ence. 

The foreign aid administrator 
said the Marshall Plan had helped 
western Europe re-establish itself 
on a sound footing. Discussing 
cost of the plan, Hoffman said it 
had been estimated at 17 billion 
dollars. But that now it was his 
belief the program can be com- 
pleted for 15 billion. 

America’s cold war, if waged 
can halt Russia, he 
Said, adding that once checked 
‘the Kremlin will be faced with 
“internal turbulence.” 

“And in some period of tur- 
bulence, the satellite countries 
will start breaking away. When 
that once starts, anything can 
happen.”

Biack Market Days 
In Battered Berlin

steamy season I came across my best-loved garment, the 

“black market suit.” It is the only hand-tailored suit I 
have ever owned, and it reminds me of those heady days 
five years ago when the Rus- 
sians were too pre-occupied 
to plot a the 
price was right on the black 
market of battered Berlin. 

At the enlisted men’s club, 
privates and corporals dumped 
bundles of money onto the 
center of the table and the 
waiters helped themselves 
after every round of drinks. 
Impressionable types lit ci- 
gars with large-denomination 
bank notes. And at the Press 
Club bar, where the imper- 
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grapefruit juice and looked 
like Arthur Treacher playing 
Jeeves, it was a cinch to 
while away an evening and 
never pay for a thing. 

A man had to watch his 
figure, too. When the stylish 
snack bar opened at General Clay’s headquarters many a 
Reichsmark millionaire ordered the whole menu for break- 
fast, including tht sandwiches. My wife, who also served our 
country during this trying period, once had to consume four 
butterscotch sundaes at one sitting for fear of offending a 
newly-rich buddy who insisted on standing treat. 
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Walking down Argentinische Allee one afternoon 
she was stopped by a sergeant in a jeep: She knew 
the sergeant, and since he had two overstuffed bar- 
racks bags in the back of the jeep she asked whether 
he was being “re-deployed” to the states. “Oh, no,” 
the non-com said, “these here bags are full of money. 
Want one? I got two!”

@ FVERYBODY loved the Russians then. They were such 
friendly fellows and they had so much money. It was worth- 
less occupation money which they printed by the barrel, of 
course, but Uncle Sam wasn’t wise to that in the early days 
: and for a few feverish weeks he let soldiers send home—at 10 
a marks to the dollar—all they could get. 

The only way to send these forturies home was by money- 
order. And you couldn't buy a money order for more than 
$100. So enterprising G.I.'s carted their money to the Army 
post office and waited for hours as sweating clerks made 
out $100 money orders. Frequently the customers would 
sleep all night in front of the money order window to be 
on hand bright and early. 
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Making money was easy if you had a watch, or, 
preferably, lots of watches. The Russians were crazy 
about watches. Especially large, loudly ticking 
watches. And if the watch had a Mickey Mouse on its 
face even a tovarich captain would light up like Stalin 
at a May day rally and squeal in ecstasy. “Uhree, 

uhree, uhree,” he would simper, the German word 
for watch being uhr.

@® .G.l.s RALLIED to the crisis. Watches were imported from 
America, Switzerland and fellow-soldiers stationed in towns 
where business opportunities were more limited. Soon the 
most resourceful could be spotted by the number of watches 
strapped up their arms. The less desirable models, the ones 
ticking softly and not equipped with a Mickey Mouse, were 
worn near the wrist. As the shirt sleeve was rolled up the 
better:merchandise emerged. 

My memory f@ figures is poor, but I recollect. that a 
really noisy watch might bring $700 or $800.

“Let's go down to the black market,” was an in- 
vitation more popular than a movie date. It meant a 
stroll through the Tiergarten, in the British sector, 
where local gangsters, French.majors, Russian non- 
coms fresh off a horse-drawn wagon, and business-like 
G.Ls mixed with Berliners trying to convert the 
family camera into a few pounds of only slightly 
rancid butter. 
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@ THE CHARM of the Berlin black market was its infinite 
variety. There had been a black market in Paris, for instance, 
but it dealt almost exclusively in hijacked gasoline—at a time 
when gasoline was the life-blood of an army. The Berlin 
enterprise operated after V-E 
day and dealt in anything. 
It was hard to think of it 
in terms of high crime. 

Friends who had buddies 
in Frankfurt or in Stuttgart 
were the unwilling middle- 
men in many notable deals. I 
recall the time somebody re- 
ceived by courier a set of 
packages bulky even by Ber- 
lin’s inflated standards. Un- 
wrapped and placed side by 
side the contents finally was 
identified by an expert as a 
precision camera freshly dis- 
mounted from a German 
bomber. Someone had evi- 
dently heard that there was 
a market for cameras. 

Then there was Poor John. 
We called him Poor John be- 
eause he was the saddest-looking Pfc. who ever dropped into 
Berlin with a weapons carrier full of merchandise. Poor John 
set up shop in a requisitioned apartment above ours, and 
night after night a procession of shadowy characters wearing 
almost any kind of uniform afloat stole softly up the stairs 
for a shopping trip 

No, I just couldn't make the grade in such spirited com- 

pany. All I got out of my extended stay was the “black 
market suit.” It was a fine suit, true, with hand-stitched 
hbuttonholes, and it cost only four cartons of cigarettes. But 
the pants are several shades too dark to match the jacket 
now. ‘and this may ‘be their last summer. My father always 
gaid I'd never make a businessman.

GOV. LUTHER W. YOUNGDAHL OF MINNESOTA, WHO IS RESPON- 
SIBLE FOR REFORMS IN TH& STATE'S MENTAL HOSPITALS. 


Psychology Instead Is Used on 


Minnesota's Mental Patients as 
Part of State's Reform Movement 
— Results Are Highly Successful

MINNEAPOLIS, May 13. 


HORTLY after stndown last 
S ws ween (an ironically ap- 
ate @até for this strange 
A the attendants and 
nurses at Anoka State Hospital 
for the mentally ill, near here, 
started moving out of the various 
buildings toward the center lawn 
bearing strange burdens. 


They placed their burdens on a 
pyre in the lawn and shortly 
thereafter the inmates of the in- 
stitution filed out and formed a 
circle around the pyre. From the 
hospital office came Minnesota's 
Governor, Luther W. Youngdahl. 


Gov. Youngdahl applied a torch 
to the pyre, and in a short time 
the flames had consumed 359 
strait jackets, 196 restraining 
cuffs, 91 straps and 25 pairs of 
canvas mittens. Some of the pa- 
tients cheered. Tears coursed 
down the cheeks of others. 

Gov. Youngdahl then addressed 
the gathering. “It is just a little 
more than 250 years since the 
mentally ill and others were 
burned at the stake at Salem as 
witches. A long period of time 
has elapsed since then. We dis- 
carded the stake, but retained in 
our attitudes toward the mentally 
ill the voodooism, demology, fears 
and superstitions associated with 
witchcrafts . The roots of 
demonology are deep. 


“We have burned one evidence 
of this tonight. We must be on 
our guard that it doesn’t creep up 
in other forms—that what this 
bonfire symbolizes tonight will 
carry on in public thinking until 
every last thing i8 done to make 
the state hospital truly a house 
of hope for those most misunder- 
stood of human beings.” 

This ceremony wasn't the ehd, 
but merely a significant mile- 
stone in one of the greatest hu- 
manitarian crusades ever carried 
on by the governor of a state. 

It started back in 1948 when, 
a year after having been elected 
governor and having already in- 
stituted several sweeping reforms, 
Youngdahl began hearing about 
the deplorable 
sota’s mental institutions. But 
first, a word about Luther W. 
Youngdahl, who has been called 
“a man with a mission.” 

He was born in Minneapolis 54 
years ago and his parents came 
to this country from Scandinavia. 
His father ran a grocery store for 
more than 40 years, and he taught 
his sons to live for others. One 
brother, Dr. Benjamin Youngdahl, 
is dean of the school of social 
work at Washington University. 
Another is a minister, another a 
lawyer, another is dean of the 
music school at a> South Dakota 
college and the fifth. now dead, 
was a member of Congress.

OV. YOUNGDAHL, a lawyer, 

served, six years as municipal 

judge in Minneapolis, six years 
as district judge and in 1942 be- 
came an associate judge of the 
Minnesota Supreme Court. 

Elected governor in 1947, he 

rena MA and got from the Min- 
legislature the largest ap- 
eae ation ever made for public 
education. He créated a Youth 
Conservation Commission to at- 
tack the causes of delinquency 
and to provide specialized treat- 
ment for youthful offenders. He 
secured from the legislature funds 
to help cover the costs for a state- 
wide public health nursing pro- 
gram and obtained greater allot- 
ments for old-age assistance. 

He waged and won a battle to 
drive slot machines out of Minne- 
sota. Those obtaining the huge 
profits from slot machines gave 
him a stiff battle and spent a 
fortune attempting te defeat his 
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state of Minne-*

measure. Youngdahl carried the 
fight to the people, particularly 
the mothers of the state, who 
knew their youngsters were put- 
ting their lunch money and any 
other money they could get their 
hands on in the one-armed ban- 
dits. A newspaper, poll showed 
that 70 per cent of the people 
want to get rid of slot machines 
and the legislature moved accord- 
ingly. 

“And they're going to stay out,’ 
Youngdahl told the people, “as 
long as I am governor of Minne- 
sota.”’ 


. * * 


NY of these reforms would 
make a story, but this one is 
about the latest, the mental 
hospital reform. When Youngdahl 
decided to look into the matter, 
he didn’t make the usual inspec- 
tions tours. He knew about the 
“conducted tours” people get in 
most mental hospitals, where only 
the “best wards” are shown and 
the visitor shunted away from 
anything that might be shocking. 
His were surprise visits. He 
even stationed his chauffeur in 
the hospital offices so that the 
heads of wards couldn’t be tipped 
off by telephone that the Gover- 
nor was on his way. 
“After what I saw,” Youngdahl 
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told me, “I couldn't sleep for 
nights.” . 

At the various hospitals he 
found row upon row of peo- 
ple shackled in straitjackets or 
their wrists and ankles strapped 
to the chairs or benches on which 
they sat. Thus passed the long 
days. Some of them were in 
straitjackets day and night — one 
woman had been thus restrained 
for more than six years. 

“The food, which was inferior 
to begin with,” the governor said, 
“was trucked to the various wards 
through dungeon like tunnels. It 
arrived cold and _ unpalatable. 
Little or nothing was provided in 
the way of occupational therapy 
— cattle are treated better.” 

First the governor gathered all 
the books he could find on the 
modern treatment and care of 
the mentally ill and read them. 
Then he made several trips to 
the Illinois’ Mental Hospital at 
Manteno, which is a model insti- 
tution and has long been restraint 
free. There he became convinced 
that restraints were not only un- 
necessary, but barbarous. He 
issued an order that all restraints 
were to be removed in Minne- 
sota mental hospitals. 

-_ * * 

T one hospital, Hastings, he 
A»« no trouble. The personnel 

there was progressive, had 
been working toward modern 
treatment of mental cases, and 
had already virtually removed re- 
straints. But at some of the others 
he ran into hostility and outright 
opposition, In these cases, he sent 
the superintendents to Manteno to 
see for themselves. To their credit, 
it must be pointed out that they 
were converted. Not only have 
they become converted regarding 
restraints, but to the governor’s 
whole program, which, as you 
will see, goes a whole lot fur- 
ther. 

Here we'll let Anoka’s superin- 
tendent, big, slow-moving Dr. Ed- 
mund Miller, lean back in his 
swivel chair and pick up the 
story. 

“When the Governor issued his 
order, we didn’t know the answer 
to getting out of restraints— 
either physical or chemical. But 
after I visited Manteno, I began 
to get some glimmering of the 
answer. I. came back and, with 
my staff, Spent a week planning 
the event. We decided on cottage 
number two. All were women. 
Some of them had been in strait 
jackets for years, and many of 
them were considered violent 
cases. .We decided to doit on a 
Monday morning. We didn’t know 
what to expect, so we mobilized 
all the attendants at that cottage. 
We took off all the restraints. 
Nothing happened. 

“We knew that an activity pro- 
gram was another of the answers. 
so we took them for their first 
walk. A lot of them were women 
who had never been out of their 
ward. We walked them for four 
miles. Then we went back to the 
auditorium where we gave them 
all noise-makers, like a Halloween 
party, and let them beat time to 
the music of a juke box. Some 
of them tossed the noise-makers 
around, and not many of them 
could keep time, but they liked 
it, and still there was no trouble. 

“In the afternoon we took them 
for another walk. We kept them

on the go from 9 o'clock in the 
morning until 8:30 at night. Then 

ne was given a hot shower 
—up to this time the schedule 
had been a bath a week—and put 
to bed. Patients who had been 
strapped in every night for years 
were left unstrapped. Still we 
didn’t know what to/expect, and 
we kept men in the ward all 
night. 

“Up to this time this particular 
ward had been a bedlam all 
night, with patients screaming, 
tearing at their restraints and 
tearing up the bed clothes, There 
had also been a generous use of 
sedatives, which also were elimi- 
nated. 

“The upshot of it all was there 
was little noise the first night, 
and after a few nights there was 
no noise at all. None of the so- 
called ‘violent’ cases has been so 
violent that she could not be 
quieted by gentle persuasion, and 
there have been no casualties. 

“That was done in October 
1948. One by one we did the 
same thing at the other cottages 
until, by January of 1949, there 
was not an inmate in restraints. 
The use of sedatives, which we 
feared would rise sharply, has 
instead decreased to virtually 
nothing.” 

Instead of taking the easy way 
with a patient who gets out of 
hand, and putting a straitjacket 
on her, they now use psychology. 
There was the case of one woman 
who was a little free with her 
fists. They finally hit on the 
idea of painting her fingernails 
with bright nail polish. She was 
so enraptured with the nail pol- 
ish that she went around all day 
admiring her hands, and forgot 
to use them as fists. 

There have been other reforms 
which have done wonders to re- 
store morale among the patients. 
For years the women wore sack- 
like dresses, without color or 
shape, which were issuéd to them 
when they needed a dress. Today 
the institutions buy brightly pat- 
terned house dressés with a va- 
riety of style. Instead of having 
a dress issued to her, the patient

is allowed to go to a rack and 
select one she likes. 

Formerly, the patients had 
their hair cut off just above the 
ears, as a matter of convenience 
for the attendants. Today there 
is beauty shop, and free home- 
waving sets are available. The 
women have been allowed to let 
their hair grow, and they give 
one another permanents. Women 
who had sat for years and stared 
at the floor, now take an interest 
in their appearance.

E yisited one of the wards. 
W “You can’t believe these are 

the same women,” he said. 
“This woman,” he said, indicating 
a smiling, gray-haired woman, 
“had been in a straitjacket so 
long she had almost lost the use of 
her hand and arm muscles. And 
this woman had not spoken for 
years. Now she remembers her 
name and seems to be conscious 
of her surroundings. They’re all 
more hopeful. They seem to 
know that an attempt is being 
made to help them, and little by 
little they are becomjng less with- 
drawn and more alive to their 
surroundings.” 

Their morale has been further 
boosted by new dentures for many 
who had been toothless for years, 
new spectacles for those who 
needed them, better medical care, 
outdoor games such as croquet, 
and better food. 

All this costs money, of course. 
The Legislature was set to make 
its usual tail-end appropriation of 
some $15,000,000 for a two-year 
period. When Gov. Youngdahl 
announced that the appropriation 
would have to be virtually dou- 
bled there were howls of pain and 
incredulity. The Governor, they 
said, was in worse mental shape 
than anyone in the hospitals if he 
thought he could get that kind of 
dough. 

Gov. Youngdahl first appointed 
a committee of five leading psy- 
chiatrist and mental health ex- 
perts from over the state and 
drafted a mental health bill which 
set up provisions for properly 
and progressively taking care of 
the mentally ill. 

He appointed a mental health 
committee of 50 influential citi- 
zens, many of them newspaper 
editors. He arranged for them to 
go through the institutions and 
see for themselves. They printed 
what they saw. These committee 
members organized mental health 
committees in every county and 
town over the state. Meetings 
were held, speeches made and, 
as Governor Youngdahl puts it, 
“We had people talking about 
mental health in the grocery 
stores, the garages and the bar- 
ber shops.” 

With each passing day more or- 
ganizations came out in fayor of 
his program—the PTA, the wom- 
en's clubs, the CIO, the Chambers 
of Commerce, the Lions, Rotar- 
ians and Kiwanis. 

Legislators tried to make com- 
promises with the Governor, but 
he wouldn't listen. Big business

That 
is no smali compliment. Horse 
calling is a rare and specialized 
a profession as diamond-cutting. 


But like diamond-cutting, you 
can't afford to make any mistakes. 


Lately Mr. McCarthy has beén 


making quite a few. 

The McCarthy call of the Ken- 
tucky Derby disagreé¢d widly with 
the charts of the race and also 
with my own observance of it 
by film on television the day after 
the race. Mr. McCarthy seemed 
to have trouble remembering the 
name of the California favorite, 
Your Host, and even referred to 
the winner, Middleground, as 
Middleburg. His stunned obser- 
vation—“Ladies and ,gentlemen, 
believe it or not, the winner is— 
Middleground”—didn't sit at all 
well with this horseplayer (who 
was betting on Middleground and 
wasn’t nearly as surprised as Mr. 
McCarthy that he won).

Mr. McCarthy’s explanation 
that Middleground had caught 
and passed Mr. Trouble in the 
last 50 yards simply isn’t true. 
Middleground had passed Mr. 
Trouble way ahead of that. 
Neither Mr. McCarthy nor his 
assistant, Mel Allen, who took 
over after the race was run, 
bothered to tell the horseplay- 
ers how far Middleground had 
won by and we had no way of 
knowing whether. it was by a 
city block or by a_ whisker.

Fascinating Business 


By Leonard Hall 


HE other day a neighbor stopped by to look at a buck 
T rake we have for sale and we fell to talking about 
this strange and fascinating business of farming. He 
was experimenting with the new ladino clover which is 
just making a start in our 
country and spoke of the 
somewhat caustic comment of 
his wife when he appeared 
with a smal] sack containing 
20 pounds of seed and ad- 
mitted that it had cost $40. 
“But you know how it gets 
hold of a fellow,” he said, 
“this business of planting 
some new kind of seed and 
then watching for it to 
grow.” 

The truth is, a farmer has 
to have this feeling for the 
land bred in his bones. He 
must like his animals, too, if 
he is going to succeed with 
them. I always remember 
one of the most successful 
poultrymen I’ve ever known. 
We were going through the 
laying houses when I came 

: upon an old rocking chair. 
We'd seen a number of interesting pieces of improvised equip- 
ment on this farm, but I never knew a hen that preferred 
a rocking ‘chair and said as much. My friend explained that 
whenever he had a half hour to spare, he came out and 
sat in this chair and watched the hens. He did this often 
and there is little doubt that the intimate knowledge gained 
in this manner had much to do with his success. He’d found, 
among other things, that certain hens which were potentially 
high producers were also very timid. Other hens crowded 
them away from the feeders. So he had invented a feeder 
which gave every hen an equal chance and the egg production 
went up. The rocking chair technique paid off. 
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One would hardly think that there would be 
much individuality in a herd of a hundred beef 
cattle which look pretty much alike to begin with 
and are out on pasture a good part of the year. 
Yet there is. A good cattleman soon comes to know 
each head of stock; whether it is an easy keeper, a 
good mother, a heavy milker, a fence jumper. We've 
just been through one of those experiences which 
mean little to some farmers and a lot to some others. 
A cow took sick. Very often when this happens, she 
will mope for a day or two and then turn up her toes 
with no effort whatever te keep on living. Sheep are 
even worse at this than cows. But we doctored this 
old girl and she did everything she could to help us. 
Dr. Sheets came regularly each week and then we'd 
feed her glucose and try every treatment we could 
think of.

@ AS WITH a lot of seriously sick patients, one day she'd 
be better and the next day worse. Now and then she would 
try to eat, but mostly what food we got down her we poured 
down. That meant mixing and straining and feeding two or 
three quarts of gruel four or five times a day. Once or 
twice the old cow managed a bit of grass or we'd see her 
chewing her cud. Never once did her ears droop; the sure 
sign of a losing battle with a sick cow. She was dead game 
and Perry and Ginnie and I got fonder and fonder of her. 
We hated to lose her, moreover, for she was carrying a June 
calf. But finally, she knew she couldn't make it and we 
knew it, too. An animal has this sense of mortality and, like 
some old settler when he asks “the women” to straighten 
the quilts and turns his face to the wall, makes ready for 
the end. We've seen it happen enough times to make us 
wonder whether ‘dumb brute” is “a good description for an 
animal. Maybe, after all, our vaunted intelligence is no more 
than instinct carried one notch higher. At any rate, we be- 
lieve you have to like animals to do well with them. 
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It is interesting to see how the season pushes 
ahead regardless of weather. Now the buckeye trees 
are in bloom and the bees seem to prefer these blos- 
soms to any other. Only the grass is slow, so that we 
must shift the cattle from one pasture to another to 
keep it from being eaten down too close. But during 
the past week, the comeback has been fast. 


* * * 


@ LAST WEEK Perry and I tackled a job which I'd been 
dreading for three whole years; and we find it not too bad. 
We've a 40-acre pasture, over on the east side of the farm, 
that is overgrown with hickory sprouts. Big fellows, they 
are, and tough as they come; for they hadn't been cut out 
in 16 years. But we cleared and mowed an acre or tWo last 
autumn and the bluegrass came up thick and green this spring; 
so we decided to tackle at least another strip. Brush clearing 
is a job which once was turned over to some old fellow in 
the neighborhood who liked to work alone at a job where 
he wasn't pushed, and he demanded a modest wage, accord- 
ingly. Today most farmers turn pale at the sight of a double- 
bitted ax and tackle the brush-clearing with 2-4-5T or similar 
chemicals. But 16-year-old sprouts take a long time to die 
and a lot of spray equipment: and farming is a business where 
you often find yourself substituting muscle for machinery,

To date we've cleared probably cight acres, piled 
the brush, disced the cleared land and fertilized it. 
If cern planting and haying don’t overtake us, we 
hope to finish the job before hot weather. It isn’t easy 
work, but it’s good work and, as Perry puts it, “a 
fellow sure appreciates his beans” after a day of 
eutting brush. 
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@ YOU HAVE A CHANCE to observe a lot of things, at a 
job like that. The steers come grazing past and you get 
them well sorted out in your mind as to quality. Here are 
the “good do-ers,” as the cattlemen say, and here the ones 
that are cut too high in the flank and will have a hard time 
grading “good” at the market. We see the ducks come in 
to the pond and the band of a dozen jacksnipe which frequent 
the marshy land. There have been greater and lesser yellow- 
legs and a half-dozen kinds of sandpipers. The first egrets 
are back in the valley and a pair of great blue herons work 
back and forth along the creek. The quail have paired off 
and there seem to be more of them than ever; fortunately, 
with plenty of cover in which to raise their broods. A pair 
of sora rails have nested for the past three years at the 
Big Pond and we've seen the young ones, almost full grown. 

Now and then when we're both well winded, Perry and 
1 walk over to see how the oats are coming along; or the 
bi-color lespedeza which we planted in the wildlife area. The 
preacher. from Caledonia comes to fish for perch in the 
pond and pulls out several bluegills and a good bass while 
we watch. We vow that the first stif day will find us 
there with a can of worms and a bucket of minnows. but 
when the day comes, we're sure to be building fence or 
tackling some other necessary job around the farm.

MERICA’S Mother of 1950 is 
the 60-year-old daughter of a 
German homesteader and a 
Chippewa Indian Princess. She 
has taught Bible classes in the 
Presbyterian Sunday School since 


she was 30, and she believes re-, 


ligion can be the stabilizing force 
for a better world. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Roe Cloud, 
mother of four grown young 
women, is'a plump, soft-spoken 
person whose warm brown eyes, 
dark skin and black hair in bound- 
up braids all speak of the strong 
Indian strain in her ancestry. 

Mrs. Roe Cloud, widow of the 
first full-blooded Indian ever to 
graduate from Yale University, 
has been selected as the Mother 
of the Year by the Golden Rule 
Foundation. 

This placid woman, whose ra- 
cial background stems back to 
America’s primitive beginnings, 
accepted calmly the word that she 
‘had been chosen over all the 
other mothers of the United 
States. Religion has been a domi- 
nant influence in the life of Eliza- 
beth Roe Cloud. She says it has 
given her the faith and assurance 
necessary to be “contained in the 
presence of both fortune and ad- 
versity.” 

Dr. Henry Roe Cloud, a Winne- 
bago Indian who became a Pres- 
byterian missionary among many 
different tribes of his people, died 
last February. At the time of his 
death, he was the most widely 
known Indian in the Northwest. 
He had been superintendent of 
the vast Umatilla Indian Agency, 
and in 1915 he had founded the 
famous American Indian Institute 
for boys of the blood in Wichita, 
Kan. 7 

By her own choice, Elizabeth 
Roe Cloud has put a sharp mind 


. and strong personality at the dis- 


posal of Indian people. 

as ae 
HE wes born on the White 
y Earth Keservation in the ever- 
green forests of Northern Min- 
nesota in 1890. Her formal ca- 
reer began when she got a teach- 
ing certificate at the Hampton 


(Va.) normal school, then mainly 
for Indian students. But she had 
seen her people ravaged by 
smallpox and tuberculosis, and 
she felt teaching was not enough. 
She took nurses training at the 
Hahneman Hospital in Philadel- 
phia. 

In the mountain solitudes of 
Montana, Elizabeth Bender 
taught in isolated one-room 
Blackfoot Indian schoolhouses. 
Then she sought more knowledge 
at Carlisle Indian school in 
Pennsylvania, where she _ met 
Henry Roe Cloud, whose ambi- 
tion it was to spread the gospel 
of Jesus Christ to his fellow de- 
scendants of America’s original 
owners. 


In Philadelphia, in June of 
1916, Elizabeth Bender, 26, mar- 
ried Henry Roe Cloud, 31. The 
marriage was performed by a 
Presbyterian minister in_ the 
home of her brother, Charles 
(Chief) Bender, at that time 
pitcher for the Athletics and 
since regarded as one of the all- 
time greats of the baseball world. 


Elizabeth Bender had been an 
ardent Episcopalian. She became 
a Presbyterian, however, when 
she changed her name to Roe 
Cloud. “It was one of the great 
wrenches of my life,” she now 
recalls. “An Indian loves cere- 
mony and the Episcopal church 
put much emphasis on ritual. 
But my husband was dedicated to 
the beliefs of the Presbyterian 
rg marae ag I resolved to be just 
as good a ,Presbyterian as he 
was.” 

Within a few years Henry Roe 
Cloud's wife was conducting the 
largest Bible class ever held in 
Wichita’s First Presbyterian 
Church. Her pupils included ma-

Wichita. Mrs. Roe Cloud always 
has excluded what she calls the 
“evangelistic approach.” She in- 
sists that people “seek facts and 
faith on which they can base their 
relationiship with God and with 
each other...

OTH Henry Ree Cloud and his

HE American Mother of 1950 
T confesses that she is just ‘“‘so- 

so” as a housekeeper. ‘I cook 
wholesome food and 1 keep my 
home clean,” says Elizabeth Roe 
Cloud. “But I am not a putterer. 
I don’t waste time in the kitchen. 
I don’t forever fret over embroid- 
ery or hemstitching. I feel I must 
pay more attention to being a 
good citizen and to being a good 
member of my church.” 

This 60-year-old Chippewa de- 
scendant wears tortoise-shell spec- 
tacles and reads omniverously. 
She never lets a day pass with- 
out spending some time in study 
of the Bible. The New Testa- 
ment and the Old Testament are 
equally familiar to her. 

“Historically, the Old Testa- 
ment can’t be beat,” volunteers 
Mrs. Roe Cloud. “Its tale of the 
Law and Prophets is magnificent. 
But the New Testament is more 
meaningful from a spiritual stand- 
point. It has greater power to 
stir mankind, to lift men and 
women to heights of glory and 
self-sacrifice.” 

Her basic attachment to religion 
Elizabeth Roe Cloud attributes to 
the way she was reared on the 
White Earth Reservation. “I grew 
un in an Indian culture,” she ex- 
plains.

As a representative of the Pres- 
byterian Church, Elizabeth Roe 
Cloud says she has tried to divide 
her interest between “the spirit- 
ual needs of my people and their 
temporaral difficulties in a white 
man’s world.” Although her hus- 
band was superintendent of a 
huge reservation, she is opposed 
to setting aside the Indian “on an 
island of his own.” 


In this respect, “America’s No. 
1 mother” has urged her people to 
become assimilated completely in 
the rest of the nation. She has 
worked for passage of civil rights 
laws in the Western states, which 
will forbid discrimination against 
Indians and other racial minori- 
ties in hotels, theaters and res- 
taurants. “I' regret the present 
governmental tendency to put 
Alaskan Indians on reservations 
for the first time in their history,” 
she adds. 


Elizabeth Roe Cloud thinks the 
religious principles of tolerance 
and brotherhood should be ap- 
pad to everyday life. She takes 
particular pride in the fact that 
her husband worked for many 
years to obtain a Federal pardon 
for Geronimo’s fierce Apaches. 
“Ever after,” she recollects, “the 
Apaches called him ‘brother.’” 


The brown-skinned grandmoth- 
er sets her jaw stubbornly when 
she discusses Hollywood’s version 
of the Indian. “Our western 
movies show the Apache as a 
fierce and primitive savage,” she 
remark bitingly. “Yet he loved 
his home and family and he had 
strong spiritual feelings. He was 
trying to defend his native soil 
from traders who plied him with 
whisky and from land-grabbers 
who stole the only valleys fit for 
agriculture.”

(EDITOR’S NOTE: For readers, 
foung and old, who are planning 
their summer vacations, here is 
the story of activities in resort 
hotels—big and little. It is con- 
densed from the current popular 
book, Open for the Season, pub- 
lished by Doubleday & Co. Copy- 
right, 1950.) 

ATHER ran a small hotel. He 
F vse to lean against the desk 

and say, “What we need is 
folks.”” He kept a pen in an Irish 
potato. 

This hotel, The Uplands, sat 
high above Main Street in Beth- 
lehem, N. H., in the White Moun- 
tains. Bethlehem consisted mostly 
of one street, clinging to the side 
of the mountain. 

For nine months of the year it 
was a sleepy mountain village, oc- 
cupying itself with farming, log- 
ging, trapping, and just being 
there. 

But when warm weather came, 
it bestirred itself with vigor. 
Houses were scoured and aired, 
carpets beaten, windows washed, 
and every freshly hung curtain 
was white as snow. 

The barber’s pole was newly 
painted; in the livery stable the 
harness sets were polished. Down 


at the drugstore “Hen” Smith was 
shining up his showcases and the 
big soda fountain. ‘ 


All over town neighbors were 
calling out: “Sprucin’ up for the 
city folks?”’ 

There were just two sorts of 
people when I was a boy. Our 
kind and city folks. 

As soon as we heard the whistle 
of the first train, Father would 
send me running down to the sta- 
tion to help. Lem, our driver, 
and Dan, our porter, already 
would be there. * 

Pretty nearly, everyone in Beth- 
Jehem was down to see the train 
come in. 


Our coach’ stood in the long 


line of 30 coaches backed into’ 


the row by the station. 


Lem made a fine figure sitting 
on the box. Lem was a character. 
He had lost the index finger of 
his right hand and always said he 
wore it off “pointing out the 
damned mountains to the city 
folks.” : 


The train consisted of one en- 
gine and a couple of passenger 
cars. It came rushing in all out 
of breath with much whistle blow- 
ing and bell ringing, like a little 
old lady late for tea. 

Dan began hollering, “Uplands” 
at one end of the platform, and I 
took up my post at the other end 
and yelled, “Uplands” too. 

The horses backed and reared, 
the long line of coaches wavered, 
porters shouted, drivers swore, 
and city folks climbed into the 
wrong coaches and out again, 
dropped parcels and parasols, lost 


their baggage, and called out 
greetings. 

No matter where people said 
they wanted to go, Dan and I as- 
sured them ours was the only 
coach that went there. 

Sometimes guests were with us 
for days before they realized they 
were in the wrong hotel. By that 
time they liked us so well they 
stayed on. 

Father and mother started -in 
the hotel business the way it 
started in early America. First 
the farmhouse, with maybe a 
room or two for guests, then a 
larger kitchen, a croquet ground, 
perhaps eventually a tennis court. 

This was the evolution of the 
country inn and its keeper, “the 
friend by the side of the road.” 
Father opened his first hotel in 
1884. Multiply each year since by 
two seasons, summer and winter, 
and I have just completed with- 
out a break our one hundred 
thirtieth season as hotel man, 
father and son.

UR little lobby in Bethlehem 
0 swarmed with men in single- 
breasted coats, pants with 
creases, stickpins in their Ascot 
ties, derbies, and gold watches 
with heavy chajns. 

The younger men carried man- 
dolins. All a practicing Lothario 
needed in those days was a man- 
dolin and a pound of chocolates. 

The women were decked out 
with bustles and _ leg-o'-mutton 
sleeves. Big hats piled with 
feathers, birds, flowers and veils 
were worn over high pompadours. 

We put most of the weekend or 
“excursion guests” in “Angel 
Alley.” This was a series of small 
rooms up under the roof, with 
bowl and pitcher and slop jar, 
which we sold for $2, American 
plan, the standard excursion rate. 

Not a hotel in Bethlehem had 
rooms with private bath. Up- 
lands had one public bath on each 
floor and charged 25 cents for the 
use of it. 

Behind Angel Alley was a big 
room with about 20 beds which 
was a dormitory for the young 
men guests. Father called it “the 
Ram Pasture.” 

Between our kitchen and the 
dining room was the storeroom. 
Father kept the key on a long 
chain buttoned onto his suspend- 
ers. Every time I passed I gave 
the doorknob a shake, just in 
case. Once it‘turned—he had for- 
gotten to lock it. 

1 tiptoed in and steod in the 
cool semi-darkness afforded by 
one small window that faced the 
girls’ dormitory. 

Standing there. I drank in the 
sights and smells of well-filled 
sherives stocked with large boxes 
of raisins, crystallized ginger, 
fruits and cookies. 

A 10-pound box of fig newtons. 
my favorite delicacy, was on the 
top shelf. By wriggling the 
cracker barrel under the shelf I 
was able to lift the box to the 
floor. It had a glass front, and 
as I sat gloating over my treas- 
ure and cramming my mouth full 
of fig newtons, I happened to look 


p. 
Through the window in the ad- 
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joining building I saw a big blonde 
waitress, naked as the day she 
was born, standing in a washbowl, 
taking a sponge bath. 

This was the end of the world. 
All I could do was tear out of 


‘there. When I came to a stop, I 


was in the middle of the lobby, 
my eyes bulging and my moyth 
and hands crammed with cookies. 

At that time I didn’t kn 
which I liked better, the girl or 
the fig newtons.

HARLIE GREENLEAF, who 
C ran the Profile House, nearby, 
also ran the Vendome in Bos- 
ton. He was a cheerful short 
man who catered to Ward McAl- 
lister's Four Hundred. 

He asked me if I intended go- 
ing into the hotel business. I 
nodded. 

“Well,” he said, “it’s the easiest 
business in the world to learn. 
Just get a hotel, stand behind the 
desk, and the first guest who 
comes into the lobby will tell 
you how to run it.” 

Then he quoted Kin Hubbard: 
“I've just been over to the poor- 
house to see an old friend who 
used to run a hotel to please 
everybody.” 

Toward the last of September 
we'd hear the little train going 
down the hill with its whistle 
wailing farewell to the “summer 
season.” 

Glad as we had been to see the 
city folks come, we were like 
farmers whose harvest was in. 
They were our bread and butter; 
they left us with money in the 
bank, the interest on the mort- 
gage paid, and the future assured 
—for another season. 

Sundays in the-fall I had to go 
to church, morning and night, be- 
cause I hadn’t gone much during 
the summer. 

We had a Deacon Smithers. who 
used to get down on one knee ‘in 
the aisle at praver meeting to

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pray. He was a tall, gaunt man 
in a long black coat who invoked 
he Lord in a voice loud enough 
to be heard by St. Peter. 
One Sunday before church I 
came around Smithers’s barn and 
the old deacon in his Sunday 
clothes was teaching a calf to 
drink. He was shoving the calf’s 
nose into the milk and singing at 
the top of his lungs, “Jesus, lover 
of my soul, [ll push your damn 
head through this pail” without a 
break in the rhythm.

We sat in Bill 
Harding’s private office while 
boys brought cans of peaches, 
Plums and pears, which they 
opened for us to sample, and by 
the time the vegetables came, all 
we could do was sniff. 

A large box of candy was given 
me at Pierce’s which really topped 
off the ceremonies, glazed my 
eyes and put me in a stupor. 

Today the hotel steward is 
mailed an itemized list and checks 
off what is wanted. But in the 
nineties buying was a ceremony 
with polite conversation and con- 
sultation that. resembled the lei- 
surely Chinese fashion of doing 
business. 

On one trip to Boston, Father 
learned that he would have to 
stay in town longer and decided 
to look for rooms. After supper 
we walked up Columbus avenue, 
hunting for a nice genteel board- 
inghouse. Father selected a neat- 
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tougher than Cinderella’s big-

OR 14 years, starting in 1937, 
KSD has bdroaccast N.B.C. Sym- 
phony concerts conducted by 
| Toscanini, who will direet the con- | 
cert by that orchestra in the Fox 
Theater in St. Louis tomorrow 
night. 

When N.B.C. in 1937 invited 
Toscanini to bring together the 
finest ensemble of instrumental- 
ists possible, months were spent 
in exacting search for 94 men 
who were not only acknowledged 
masters of their instruments but 
had instruments of _the required 
tonal quality. 

Finally, on Oct. 4, 1937, the 
musicians selected assembled for 
their first rehearsal as the N.B.C. 
Symphony Orchestra. Artur Rod- 
zinski—engaged on Toscanini’s 
suggestion as the best available 
drill master—began awelding the 
musicians into a virtuoso orches- 
tra. Less than a month after 
‘that first rehearsal Rodzinski de- 
cided that such amazing progress 
had been made, that it would be 
safe to broadcast a dress rehear- 
sal. 

Because Rodzinski must go to 
Cleveland for the opening of the 
orchestra season there, Pierre 
Monteaux conducted the N.B.C. 


and then three weekly broad- 
casts, all of which won the unan- 
imous praise of the critics in 
New York and other cities. 
Then, on Christmas night, 1937, 


|} Toscanini began his first series of 


N.B.C. Symphony broadcasts 
which stirred to enthusiasm a 
vast audience in this country, 
Canada and abroad for besides 
the N.B.C. network five interna- 
tional stations broadcast the con- 
cert. 

When the N.B.C. Symphony 
concerts were scheduled Sundays, 
KSD broadcast them consistently. 
When they were rescheduled at 
5:30 p.m. Sunday St. Louis time, 
KSD was unable to carry them at

day nights. Later, a rearrange- 
ment of programs made it pos- 
sible for KSD to transcribe the 
concerts and broadcast them Sat- 
urday afternoons. 

Despite his 83 years, Toscanini 
plans to conduct two series of 
N.B.C. Symphony broadcasts in 
the 1950-51 season.

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Mrs. Edward J. Walsh 


Has Admiration for 
St. Louis Citizens 


By Dorothy Brainerd 


RS. EDWARD J. WALSH holds a great admiration for 
the citizens of St. Louis. “I am proud of our community 
every time I stop to consider the fine way in which 

the people of St. Louis have met our civic needs,” she says. 
“My. feeling about air is 
based upon my experience 
through the years in which 
I have had an opportunity to 
work with thousands of vol- 
unteers. Perhaps I have been 
in a position to head some 
things—but the“credit all be- 
| longs to the men and women 
who work steadily, often 
* without any recognition what- 
soever, to get the jobs done.” 

The former Winifred Pat- 

terson Erwin, daughter of 
General James B. Erwin, 
was reared in Army posts 
throughout the United States 
and in the Philippines. How- 
ever, since her mother had 
been a St. Louis woman, she 
returned to St. Louis to enter 
Maryville Academy of The 
Sacred Heart. 

Following her marriage, 
Mrs. Walsh's first work was with the American Fund for the 
French Wounded preceding our entrance into World War I. 
When the United States .entered the war she accompanied 
her. husband to Washington, where he held a Government 
post before entering the service and she was active in 
the American Red Cross. 

During World War II Mrs. Walsh was chairman of Volun- 
teer Services for the St. Louis chapter of the Red Cross, from 
May 1942 until July 1947. 
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When Mrs. Walsh returned to St. Louis at the 
close of World War I she found that the Catholic 
Woman’s League had been formed during her absence. 
She began work in their social service department, 
and has been on the board ever since. The League 
operates a settlement house at 1515 North Market 
street and provides after-school activities. The or- 
ganization was called upon to furnish volunteers té 
serve at St. Mary’s Infirmary, and from this work 
eventually developed the Medical Social Service De- 
partment of the St. Louis University Hospitals, of 
which Mrs. Walsh is chairman of the board. 
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@ “MY POSITION as chairman of that board probably had 
something to do with the fact that I was asked to head the 
Blie Cross when it was formed in 1936,” says Mrs. Walsh, 
who has served as president of the organization since its 
inception. “I had just made up my mind not to take on any 
new jobs, and to gradually drop most of my old ones, when 
I was approached abont the Blue Cross,” she smiles. “The 
whole thing appealed to me so much as an opportunity for 
people to help themselves and to be able to meet expenses 
for unexpected illnesses that I simply could not refuse.

“] think it is important that the plan has encour- 
aged a great amount of preventive work which might 
have been postponed had the patient not been pro- 
tected by membership. And, of course, it gives mem- 
bers—almost 1,000,000 in the area served by this 
office—such peace of mind. People in health work 
often speak of ‘catastrophic illnesses.’ What we some- 


times forget is that even a minor illness can be 
catastrophic to a family unable to meet its financial 
demands.

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@ “OF COURSE, Blue Cross has a two-fold responsibility— 
to provide adequate service and care for members; and to 
see that hospitals receive adequate payment. Many people 
fail to realize how greatly the expenses of hospitals have 
increased within recent years—not only the cost of food 
and salaries of employes, but the cost of laboratory equip- 
ment, some of which has tripled in price.” 

Mrs. Walsh is also a member of the board of the Missouri 
Medical Service, Inc. She is a member, and past president, 
of the Council of Catholic Women. Another of her interests 
is soil conservation. She is a former state chairman of con- 
servation of the Garden Club of America. 

Mrs. Walsh, a widow, lives at 9 Upper Ladue road. 
She is the mother of three children, all married, and the 
grandmother of six. In Summing up her attitude toward her 
civic work she says, “I don't think we were put on earth 
just to enjoy our lives. We all have a definite obligation. to 
help in whatever ways we can, and to respond to the re- 
quests and demands made of us to serve our community.”

Mrs. William Drosten, Constantly 
in Demand as Public Speaker, Tells 
How She Solves Clothes Problem

HE woman who is constantly before the public in the role of a 
speaker has a definite clothes problem—especially if she must 


meet the approval of critical feminine eyes. 


She must select 


styles that give her a pleasing appearance and withstand hard usage.

The whole thing 
can be quickly cleaned with a 
damp cloth, and the plastic ‘tray 
is easily removed for washing.

A safety strap to slip be- 
tween the child’s legs makes it 
impossible for the liveliest baby 
to squirm out of the chair, and 
an adjustable footrest which folds 
out of the way when not in use 
assures his comfort.

ST. LOUIS MUST CHOOSE.

ETROPOLITAN St. Louis skimps on 

recreation, hampers culture. It is 

badly in need of more facilities and 
better support for these forms of human 
expression and relaxation. It could be- 
come a noted center of cultural activity 
and public recreation, for inherent in the 
community is a traditional feeling for 
these things. 

The place of recreation and culture in 
urban life is well recognized now, so that 
the question before St. Louis is one of 
standards. Shall the facilities be devel- 
oped in accordance with the best prac- 
tical ideals? Or shall relaxation and 
growth of mind and spirit and body de- 
pend on half-way measures, without last- 
ing satisfaction? This choice between 
Progress and Decay is as important, in its 
way. as housing, expressways or sewers. 

Needs for recreation and culture here 
are greater now than ever before. This 
is not alone because the population and 
the area to be served have grown. Leisure 
time has increased. A large proportion 
of employed persons now enjoy the five- 
day working week, and an appreciable 
_ number of them are on the job less than 
40 hours weekly. Daylight saving time 
for five months a year plays a part too. 

Medicine’s triumphs in prolonging life, 
coupled with the general trend to retire- 
ment from industry and business at age 
65, has created virtually a brand-new class 
of people looking for something interest- 
ing to do. New housing, both public and 
private varieties, stirs up a new outlook on 
life, which may be expected to turn to 
wholesome leisure-time pursuits. 

No longer does recreation mean just a 
seesaw for the little kids, a sandlot. ball 
diamond and a picnic bench. St. Louis 
rents a field where youths fly model air- 
planes in safety, provides a ring where 
men race speedy miniature automobiles, 
gives women a place to weave rugs and 
bedspreads, furnishes seclusion for older 
men who play pinochle or talk out af- 
fairs of the world to their own: satisfac- 
tion. The cemmunity centers even offer 
projects to interest the whole family at 
once. 


NOR DOES CULTURE MEAN ONLY 
the, reference room in the library and a 
hejeweled annual fling at grand opera. It 
holds real attraction for th® masses, rather 
than a select few, nowadays. It means 
music in many forms, art in wide variety, 
the Great Books and the little books, bal- 
let and square dancing, the professional 
and the amateur stage, and many other 
things. Culture actually thus reaches the 
minds and hearts of a great many of the 
million and three-quarter persons in 
greater St. Louis. The need is to make 
it readily available to more of them. 

The responsibility rests partly on public 
agencies, partly on philanthropic and civic 
organizations, fundamentally on the peo- 
ple themselves. It costs money to meet 
this responsibility. Many of the needs in- 
volve new or improved facilities of public 
agencies. For many of these, it would be 
feasible and realistic to vote bonds. 

To a marked extent, however, there is 
a serious demand for more annual operat- 
ing funds for both the public and private 
agencies of recreation and culture. This 
applies to the parks, playgrounds, com- 
munity centers, art museum, zoo, libraries, 
schools, symphony, botanical garden, phil- 
anthropic agencies and others. Demands 
and needs of the people have enlarged 
steadily in these activities, while operat- 
ing costs have soared with inflation. In 
goneral, tax rates have shown little, if 
any, increase, and the increase in tax valu- 
ation of taxable property has not moved 
up in pace with inflation. 

It is not necessary to espouse either 
side of the welfare state vs. rugged free 
enterprise controversy to find that solu- 
tion of this problem of operating funds 
challenges national and state as well as 
local ingenuity. The problem, cutting 


into the field of national economics and : 


politics, involves the private support of 
philanthropic and civic agencies. For the 
last five years the Greater St. Louis Com- 
munity Chest has been unable to raise its 
annual quota of contributions. For a fur- 
ther example, the Symphony Society is 
perennially in the red. 

On the other hand, the Municipal The- 
ater in Forest Park, a non-profit institu- 
tion, has cleared enough above expenses 
to put $750,000 into major improvements 
of its plant since the war. 

Although culture does not stop at the 
city limits, the chief deficiency in the re- 
mainder of the metropolitan area is on 
the recreational side. In St. Louis county 
this lack comes from the mushrooming of 
population in recent times, which has run 
far ahead of capacity of local government 
and of awareness of civic leadership. 


ON THE ILLINOIS SIDE, HAVING 
less than a quarter of the metropolitan 
population, the situation is different. Most 
of the people there are in the industrial 
cities. It is those cities mainly that have 
the task of meeting recreational and cul- 
tural needs. These fields. of course, are 
not entirely neglected, but by and large 
the facilities are limited. Even an ap- 
praisal of the need is difficult, because 
the Illinois side has not yet availed itself 
of the benefit of modern community plan- 
ning. 

Outstanding among cultural wants of 
greater St. Louis is an auditorium for 
City Art Museum. The museum has a pre- 
liminary plan for such a facility, with 600 
seats, to be built as a rear wing of the 
structure. There is a clear-cut demand 
for this, to serve many activities. Existing 
provisions are highly unsuitable. 

Range of uses awaiting a museum audi- 
torium is rather surprising. The latest 
annual report of the museum said: “There 
is in St. Louis no adequate, fully-equipped 
small auditorium, public or private, where 
these activities can be carried on except 
in makeshift fashion.” 

An auditorium at the museum could 
be a new cultural headquarters. It could 
draw more and more people under the

pleasant spell of all the fine arts. This 
would enhance the museum’s value as a 
civic asset and tourist attraction. 

Architects for the museum estimate the 
auditorium would cost $450,000 to $540,- 
000. Museum. authorities think this 
would be a splendid and rewarding ob- 
ject of private philanthropy. It also could 
be a proper use of public funds. The 
museum’s operating revenue is _ insuffi- 
cient to cover such an expenditure. Vot- 
ers of the city approved a $250,000 bond 
issue for the museum in 1944, but terms 
of that fund appear to limit its use clearly 
to the existing structure. The city has 
not yet offered these bonds for sale. 


The old place on Art Hill is over- 
cfowded and inadequate in many ways. 
Although the museum management is con- 
vinced the auditorium has priority, there 
are many other improvements desired. 
The present bond fund could cover at 
least some of these. 

Transpertation to the museum is a seri- 
ous difficulty. There is no direct public 
service to this relatively inaccessible spot. 
Erection of an auditorium would intensify 
the lack. No means has been found to 
compel the transit company to provide 
service, nor has a substitute been evolved, 


THE ARTISTS’ GUILD, A PRIVATE 
membership society, intended to encour- 
age local artists generally, and the Peo- 
ple’s Art Center, an interracial Community 
Chest agency, complain of being over- 
crowded. So do commercial art galleries. 
A layman is amazed at this manifest popu- 
lar interest in art. 


One of the difficulties of the guild is 
the fact that its somewhat lilliputian audi- 
torium is rented to the Community Play- 
house. That organization presents arather 
ambitious regular season of drama in the 
spirit of the Little Theater movement. 
While it could make good use of an audi- 


torium at the Art Museum its dream is, 


to get its own medium-sized house. 

This professionally directed group of 
amateurs represents the mainspring of 
home talent in drama. There are, of 
course, numerous lesser groups in schools, 
churches and elsewhere addicted to the 
sock and buskin or mayhap the ballet 
slipper and tights. They might all bene- 
fit from better facilities. Those which 
have tried the small halls at Kiel Audi- 
torium find the rent too costly and the 
physical provisions not of theatrical type. 

For the city’s tax-supported Public 
Library system, operating funds are an 
outstanding problem. The staff of pro- 
fessional librarians has dwindled because 
the pay scale is sharply below that of 
other comparable institutions. A retire-

ment system for the staff is an important 
need also. The library needs more space, 
separate rooms for the sheet-music and 
teen-age collections and other facili- 
ties. Modern illumination is a crying de- 
mand. A garage and auxiliary building 
is desired on a near-downtown lot owned 
by the library. The management has 
found that 44 per cent of the city’s popu- 
lation resides béyond convenient access 
to branch libraries. Two bookmobiles 
are only a makeshift substitute. 

The St. Louis Symphony Orchestra has 
achieved distinction in the nation’s music 
and brought fame to the city. But it has 
had to live from hand to mouth for years, 
carrying over deficits and making annual 
and special appeals for funds. The his- 
tory of symphonic orchestras is that they 
cannot possibly operate on box-office re- 
ceipts alone, but must have help from 
some source. 

Kiel Auditorium was erected with the 
Symphony in mind as one of the particu- 
lar users, but the city has shown no great 
largesse to the orchestra. Indeed, the 
orchestra pays the city $8500 a year rent, 


plus about $2300 toward cost of stage- 
hands, and gives several free concerts. 
The city asserts that the cash payment 
represents about half the cost of the 
service involved. Some interested persons 
have thought that the city should help 
support the orchestra with a separate tax, 
closely comparable to the taxes for the 
art museum, library and zoo. Others 
have felt this idea impracticable, sug- 
gesting instead that the city give free 
rent or even a direct appropriation of 
municipal funds. There is the example of 
San Francisco, where the city has been 
subsidizing .the orchestra to the tune 
of $50,000 a year. 

However, the deficiency of the St. Louis 
orchestra, after counting ticket sales, ex- 
ceeds $100,000 a year. Free rent alone 
cannot solve its prdblem. 

Recent musical criticism has called at- 
tention to the dearth of “small” musical 
groups—performers between the  full- 
blown symphonic orchestra and the inti- 
mate string quartet. A choral group of 
extensive classical repertoire is lacking. 
Likewise needed are small halls with 
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estras and choruses, opera, puppetry, educational movies, 
readings by poets, civic meetings, other cultural gatherings. 


good acoustics for the smaller musical ore- 
ganizations. The Opera Guild Workshop 
has been hurt by poor acoustics of subur- 
ban high school auditoriums. 

Turning from culture to recreation, it is 
lamentably clear that parks and play- 
grounds, the chief recreatignal outlet, are 
far below the recognized standard of need. 
The city proper, with about 3000 acres 
of parks and playgrounds, has only about 
one-third of the area its population re- 
quires. Much of this acreage is in a few 
large parks. Many neighborhoods, both 
the old and rundown and the new and 
bright, are far removed from anything like 
proper outdoor facilities. 

The ideal of the city plan is a small 
park conveniently located in each of the 
82 official residential neighborhoods. A 
nearby elementary school would provide 
a playground and be the local community 
center. The trouble is that the city 
doesn’t have many of the park sites and 
is bound to have great difficulty in get- 
ting them. Neither does the school board 
have nearly enough provision for play- 
grounds, nor schools fitted, in many in- 
stances, to meet the modern concept of 
community use. 

In spite of the fact that the city has 
had money potentially available to buy 
small park and playground sites, it has 
allowed the opportunity to slip past. One 
after another, areas marked off on the 
city plan for this purpose have been ac- 
quired instead by builders of postwar 
dwellings. Sites are a tough nut to crack, 
because there is little desirable vacant 
land left within the city. Proposed loca- 
tions of at least 24 of the neighborhood 
parks are occupied now, largely by 
dwellings. 


THE ONLY APPARENT COMPLETE 
solution of the site dilemma is to await 
the time when, it may be hoped, there 
will no longer be a shortage of houses 
in any income bracket. Then it will be 
feasible, where necessary, to raze houses 
ana establisn green spots. ‘ine pending 
combined program of slurfi clearance and 
housing can be expected to offer a partial 
solution, by facilitating availability of park 
and playground area. This will apply only 
to the old slum districts, however, not to 
the remainder of the city, where outdoor 
recreation dlso is critically needed. The 
new large-scale housing, indeed, will de- 
mand new open-air facilities. 

The city could easily make funds avail- 
able for a major piece of park and play- 
ground development. It has authority 
under the people’s 1944 bond issue vote to 
sell $3,625,000 in bonds for this purpose. 
Action on this by the citizens’ bond com- 
mittee is awaited. In addition, action is 
awaited also on sale of $750,000 in bonds 
for improvements at the zoo, notably a 
new house and show arena for elephants, 
hippos and rhinos. 

City officials intend to ask the extra- 
official citizens’ committee to approve a 


start on both of these bond programs soon. 
The city is counting on park bond funds 
to play an important part in the proposed 
slum clearance, aided by a federal grant. 
Acquisition of new parks and playgrounds 
is the chief action contemplated in the 
bond program. Other important items 
include more outdoor swimming pools, 
modernization or replacement of existing 
pools, field houses for sports participants, 
comfort stations, storm sewers in parks, 
and rehabilitation of many deteriorated 
park structures and community centers. 
The city is spending the last of the pro- 
ceeds of previous park bond issues, about 
$90,000 at a recent check. However, while 
the main bond program has been held up, 
the value of the dollar has dropped 
sharply, so that the city will not get as 
much in the way of park and playground 
development as was anticipated in 1944. 
Lack of proper facilities—and in some 
places lack of all facilities—prevents full 
utilization of some existing park and play- 
ground tracts. There are athletic fields 
without comfort stations. The indoor 
swimming pools cannot heat the water for 
winter use, Gymnasiums are needed. 
Illumination could make the popular soft- 
ball fields useful in the evening. Portable 
bleachers are worn out. Grounds are run 
down and neglected in some places; else- 
where the grounds have yet to be de- 
veloped. A big stadium for sports, pref- 
erably in a central location, would be 
welcomed by recreation officials. 


THERE ARE 12 SITES, ACQUIRED 
in recent years, on which the city has 
done more or less work of preparation, 
but much more is needed to make them 
real parks and playgrounds. They cover 
more than 200 acres. This includes the 
105-acre Willmore Park, in the extreme 
southwestern district where there; has 
been intensive residential and apartment 
development. A northwestern quarry . 
where three boys were drowned was filled 
nine years ago but still awaits playground 
development. 

The Board of Education, pinched for 
operating funds and unprepared with cap- 
ital funds, has not bought a full-fledged 
school site for many years. It has been 
thinking about a bond proposal or use of 
certain special capital assets, which 
would enable it to build badly needed 
schools and also to do its share in the 
establishment of. playgrounds and com- 
munity centers. It even contemplates sace 
rificing Murphy Playground as a school 
site adjoining prospective new housing. 
More than half of the publie schools in 
the city have sites of less than one acre, 
whereas the city plan holds every elemen- 
tary school should have a clear play space 
of at least two acres. 

St. Louis county, says the official county 
recreation plan, “has totally inadequate 
park facilities.” Acreage is sufficient on 
paper but is largely in inconvenient out- 
lying tracts. The plan declares extensive 
park and playground provisions are neces- 
sary for current needs and for preservae 
tion of the county’s residential character. 
The lack of parks and playgrounds is felt 
most in the heavily populated suburbs. 

Furthermore, the county is losing sites, 
just like the city. Subdivisions have ab- 
sorbed likely spots in several instances, 
The municipality of Hanley Hills, an in- 
tensively built-up area of new homes, is 
one case. The new Union Electric power 
plant at the mouth of the Meramec has 
taken away a 374-acre county park site. 

Most conveniently located of the coune- 
ty’s larger existing parts is Tyson Village, 
2620 acres*on Highway 66. It is closed 
in winter, for lack of manpower and espe- 
cially because Of fire hazard. Its roads 
need to be widened as firebreaks and it 
requires much more development for full 
usefulness, The county is hoping to ob- 
tain from 170 to 255 acres of Jefferson 
Barracks, in two separate tracts, for parks, 


THE NEW COUNTY CHARTER CON- 
tains ample authority to acquire and run 
parks and kindred facilities—but there 
remains some question whether state leg- 
islation will be needed to set up tax funds 
for the operating budget. County and 
municipal or district bonds issues appear 
necessary as the sources of capital funds 
for the facilities. Lacking money for this 
purpose now, the county has had to accept 
the philanthropy of a group of civic- 
minded persons to pay the government 
for Tyson Valley Park. Many of the sub- 
urban towns are too small to provide for 
adequate capital or operating funds. 

Official recreation plans of both the 
city and the county recommend utilization 
of a 42-year-old state enabling act, which 
would permit the city and county to set 
up a joint park district. Such a district 
could at least handle the major park 
problems of what amounts to a single 
area of human interest. It could issue 
bonds and levy taxes for parks. 

Social agencies report that many of 
their community centers and neighbor- 
hood establishments are in bad physical 
condition and are overcrowded, while the 
demand for their services has grown. 

Exciting plans and suggestions have 
been made for some things. For example, 
a greenbelt in the slums, illustrated on 
this page. It would form a horseshoe of 
about 500 acres. including 200 acres ot 
existing parks. This fits the pending plat 
for parks in the DeSoto-Carr housing site 
bounded by Eighteenth-Jefferson-Franklin- 
Cass. The greenbelt does not yet have 
official status, but it could fittingly be 
tied into the whole project of slum clear- 
ance, if a new bond issue program were 
launched on a scale of broad vision. 

The official St. Louis county and the 
unofficial metropolitan guide plan pre- 
pose a network of parkways throughout 
the outlying parts of the bi-state metro- 
politan district. These would follow 
picturesque routes, frequently in creek 
valleys, sometimes on ridges. The official 
city plan calls for a 1292-acre park to be 
created by straightening the Mississippi at . 
Sawyer Bend, for about five miles be- °

ARE KINESCOPE FILMS 


. Kinescope films of television programs are used on KSD- 
PV only to bring programs to our St. Louis audience that 
otherwise would not be available because of conflicts in 
their times of broadcast. KSD-TV is endeavoring to 
schedule as many programs as possible from the four ma- 
jor relevision networks... namely, NBC, CBS, ABC, and 
DuMont. 


The following are typical examples of many such con- 
flicts.. On Sundays, KSD-TV carries the CBS “Fred 
Waring” program by kinescope, 9:30 to 10:30 p.m. This 
program is on the “cable” on a live basis Sundays, 8:00-to 
9:00 p.m. This is the same time KSD-TV carries the Philco 
“Television Playhouse” on a live basis from NBC. 
Obviously, to enable KSD-TV viewers to see both of these 
popular: programs, one of the programs must be delayed 
to another time. Similarly, Ed Sullivan’s “Toast of the 
Town” from CBS, which KSD-TV carries Tuesdays, 10:00 
to 11:00 p.m, by kinescope, is on the “cable” Sundays, 7 :00 
to 4:00 pm, when KSD-TV carries the “Perry Como Sup- 
per Club” program and “Video Theatre,” both from NBC. 


The “Arthur Godfrey and his Friends” program is a dif- 
ferent type of conflict than the two examples given above. 
This program is on the “cable” Wednesdays at-7:00 p.m. 
when KSD-TV is not scheduled for any other network 
program, but this period follows the NBC “News Cara- 
van,” sponsored by Camel cigarettes, which is scheduled 
five nights a week, Monday through Friday. The “Arthur 
Godfrey” program is sponsored by Chesterfield cigarettes. 
It is not desirable for one cigarette advertiser to follow 
another. It is therefore necessary to delay the “Arthur 
Godfrey” program on a kinescope basis to another period. 


The “Ed Wynn” program, which KSD-TV carries by kine- 
scope, is not available on a live basis, as it is filmed in 
Hollywood, and no cable facilities exist to put the pro- 
gram on live on stations east of the Pacific coast. 


KSD-TV would, of course, prefer to schedule all programs 
on a direct cable basis, but this is an impossibility where 
conflicts in time exist. In March, KSD-TV carried more 
network programs than any other television station in the 


United States.

In 1949 the Bellevue 
rehabilitation project cared for 
2300 patients.

Displays of equipment of the 
various armed services will be 
held in Kiel Auditorium Conven- 
tion Hall, on Memorial Plaza and 
on the riverfront at the foot of 
Market street.

Toscanini stands today at the 
peak of a 64-year career as a 
conductor of great renown. He is 
accepted almost universally as 
one of the top ranking citizens in 
the musical world. He was born 
in Parma, Italy on March 25, in 
a small shuttered house that was 
like dozens of other small houses 
in the town. He was the son of 
a tailor and the family was not 
too affluent. The story goes that 
as a youngster he sold his lunches 
to buy the scores of music he 
liked but could not afford. He 
graduated from the Parma Con- 
servatory “with distinguished 
praise” and began his musical ca- 
reer as a cellist. 

Toscanini’s first opportunity as 
a conductor of parts came in 
1886 when, in an emergency, he 
stepped to the podium and con- 
ducted the opera “Aida” for an 
Italian company which was trav- 
eling in Rio de Janeiro. By 1896 
he was conducting at La Scala 
Opera House in Milan and in 1908 
he conducted his first Metropol- 
itan Opera performance in New 
York. He was with the Metro- 
politan for seven seasons and left 
to return to Italy only because of 
a disagreement. 

Toured in 1921. 

In 1921 he toured the United 

States with an Italian orchestra 
and in 1925 he was offered the 
post of director of the New York 
Philharmonic Symphony Orches- 
tra. He remained until 1936 and 
was considering retiring when he 
was offered the post of director 
of what was to become the Na- 
tional Broadcasting Company 
Symphony Orchestra. 
In forming the orchestra he 
was given free rein. The orches- 
tras personnel are among the 
finest musicians in the world. 
They were selected after much 
research and audition. When the 
word got round that a symphony 
orchestra of this kind was being 
formed, applications began to ar- 
rive from the finest instrumen- 
talists in the United States, Eu- 
rope and South America, for the 
opportunity to play under the 
baton of Toscanini is a privilege 
coveted by the most distinguished 
musicians. 

After months of careful search 
04 men were assembled for their 
first rehearsal on October 4, 
1937. At Toscanini’s suggestion, 
Arthur Rodzinski, who was con- 
ductor of the Cleveland Sym- 
phony orchestra at the time, was 
engaged as drill-master for the 
group. At the conclusion of the 
first rehearsal Rodzinski said: “I 
doubt if there has ever been as- 
sembled anywhere, at anytime, a 
new orchestra with so much 
promise. We start with a great 
beginning; now comes the hard 
work of welding the parts into 
unity.” 

The first concert of the group 
took place on Christmas night, 
1937. 

Choice Musicians. 

The musicians who make up 
the normal complement of 14 
first violins, 14 second violins, 12 
violas, 10 cellos, seven string 
basses, three each of trumpets 
and trombones, two each of 
flutes, oboes, clarinets and bas- 
soons, four French horns, an Eng- 
lish horn, a tuba, percussion in- 
struments and a tympani, come 
from orchestras in every part of 
the world. They have played in 
such orchestras as the New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Cleveland, 
Minneapolis, Cincinnati, San 
Francisco orchestras of this coun- 
try; La Scala, Berlin Royal Opera, 
Leipzig Gewandhaus, Amsterdam 
Concergebouw, Vienna, Brussels. 
Paris and Warsaw. Some have 
played in noted chamber music 
ensembles. 

The stature of the instrument- 
alists is due also to its first desk 
men, principal artists who com- 
mand their section and perform 
solo passages, Mischa Mischakoff 
is concert master and Max Hol- 
lander, assistant. Principal artists 
include Edwin Bachmann, second 
violin, Carlton Cooley, viola. 
Frank Miller, cello, Philip Sklar.

bone; Joseph Novotny, tuba; Ar- 
thur Berv, French horn; Edward 
Vito, harp, Joseph Kahn, piano, 
and Karl Glassman, tympani. 

The musicians in the orchestra 
own instruments appraised at 
more than a quarter of a million 
dollars in value. It is these men 
and their instruments who be- 
come the great single instrument 
of the world’s greatest conductor. 
Critics and the public have been 
alike in their praise of what he 
has done and is still doing. At 
rehearsal and in concert he works 
just as hard as he expects his 
musicians to work. He has de- 
voted his life to music and will 
accept only the best in a per- 
formance. As an interpreter he 
has no impulses of exhibitionism. 
He reads each score with a fresh 
viewpoint. Often these readings 
break with the traditions that 
have gathered about an interpre- 
tation. He has an extraordinary 
conception of the unity of a com- 
position and manages in his rath- 
er uncanny fashion to give all 
component parts the value the 
composer wanted them to deserve 
without ever stooping to senti- 
mentality. 

Gives New Meaning. 

His clear insight and honesty 
have extended beyond music. He 
gave new meaning to the produc- 
tions of Wagner at the Bayreuth 
Festival Playhouse until Hitler 
walked in. Then, in spite of pleas 
and pressure he walked out. The 
Same happened at the Salzburg 
festivals from 1935 to 1937, bring- 
ing the music of Mozart in all 
its clarity to acclaiming audiences 
until the Nazis took over. He 
was an anti-Fascist Libertarian 
long before Fascist degradation 
enslaved Italy. He who had never 
refused to play a national anthem, 
and who only recently delighted 
the audiences of Richmond, Vir- 
ginia by playing “Dixie,” refused 
to play “Giovinezza.” He refused 
all of Mussolini's overtures to 
play a subtle part in the Fascist 
propaganda because he hated any 
system that was an affront to the 
simple dignity and freedom of 
man. Toscanini used his music 
as a weapon outside of Italy. In 
1936 he went to Tel Aviv, Pal- 
estine, when that center was ex- 
periencing a renascence; when 
scholars worked in the fields and 
toiled with bare hands so that 
freedom might come to early fru- 
ition. He conducted the first 
concert of the Palestine Sym- 
phony Orchestra on December 26. 

A Symbol of Freedom. . 

During the recent war Toscanini 
was in a sense a kind of Govern- 
ment in Exile. He reflected the 
varying courses of the war in 
Italy. Allied setbacks of Fascist 
misdeeds would embitter his 
hours. The fall of Mussolini 
which he heard while waiting in 
the wings for the beginning of 
the Saturday broadcast, sent him 
to the podium to conduct tri- 
umphantly an _ orchestra. that 
“played like angels.” 

He resisted Hollywood’s golden 
shower to appear in the movies, 
but accepted the suggestion of the 
American Office of War Informa- 


tion to make a propaganda film/ 


of Verdi’s “Hymn of the Nations” 
to be exhibited in the liberated 
countries of Europe. He raised 
millions of dollars in war bond 
concerts and conducted others for 
the benefit of the Red Cross. 

Since the war has ended the 
Italian people have offered Tos- 
canini political honors. He has 
never accepted honors of any kind 
and says, in all humility: “Why 
can’t they forget about me and 
just let me conduct?” 

Toscanini has had profound ef- 
fect upon other conductors and 
there are few who have not as- 
similated some of his methods 
into their techniques. He con- 
ducts from memory and many 
other conductors have acquired 
this habit to their profit. He uses 
no acrobatic gestures and con- 
ducts with sparing movements for 
the orchestra, not for the listen- 
ers. 

Other conductors have made 
sincere efforts to reproduce the 
spirit which pervades the music 
which his orchestra gives out. 
While they may have raised their 


own level, duplication is impos- 
sible. After all, there is only one

B-fore t~e turn of the century, 
the enjoyment of good music was | 
limited to a privileged few who 
lived in large cities and could go 
to concert halls. All this was 
changed by a device which’ 
Thomas Edison invented, but. 
which reached the stature of a. 
musical instrument under the 
guidance of a practical machinist | 
and inventor named Eldrige John- | 
son. It was Johnson who found- 
ed the Victor Talking Machine | 


Company and persuaded great. 
artists like Caruso to make rec- 
ords.. In a few years everyone | 
who wanted good music could 
have it. Millions did through the | 
medium of the “victrola.” 

Through the years there have | 
been many improvements in the 
old victrola. First to go was the 
horn. All the mechanism was en- 
closed within a box and cabinets 
became the elegant fashion. Rec- | 
ord changers were added next but 
the most revolutionary change 
was the development of the 45 
rpm. record. 

New Smaller Record. 

Research and experimentation | 
on this reproduction system began | 
in 1939. By 1942 the first model | 
was perfected until in March 1949 | 
- the first models were available to | 
the public. Research engineers 
had been commissioned to de- 
velop an automatic, trouble-free, 
automatic record changer, and/. 
also a record that would be dis- 
tortion free, have a minimum 
surface noise with maximum qual- 
ity and tone and be the smallest 
practical size. 

The result was a record chang- 
er that was simple and smaller, 
7-inch records made of unbreak- 
able plastic with smaller grooves 
and revolving at forty-five revo- 
lutions per minute. This was the 
slowest speed that would accom- 
plish the desired result. 

The small record poses little or 
no storage problem. It is easy to 
handle and is sturdy. The entire 
recorded surface is limited to the 
quality zone. This is the portion 
of the record in which no distor- 
tion occurs. 

Changer is Simple. 

The mechanism of the record 
changer is quite simple. When 
the record is ready to change, 
two small knives concealed in the

Going on tour with 106 musi- 
cians, their instruments, baggage, 
music, ete., for six weeks on a 
tight schedule, is an undertaking. 
It means making connections, din- 
ing arrangements, considering the 
business, technical and publicity 
personnel and a host of details 
too numerous to mention. 

First of all there are the in- 
struments. Few fiddle players 
will leave their instruments out of 
sight for even a brief time. It 
‘is easy to conceive how these mu- 
‘sicians feel about their priceless 
instruments. Except when they 
are safely under lock and key 
they are rarely out of their own- 
ers’ sight. They are carried in 
special protective cases. Large 
instruments, such as the string 
bass and harps, must travel in the 
baggage car. They are shipped 
in heavy, reinforced trunks to 
keep them from any possible dam- 
‘age. To pack, load, these and 
other large instruments and other 
‘equipment such as music stands, 
the orchestra brought along a 
special carpenter to supervise the 
operations of packing and un- 
packing.

plant; two railroad sidings which 
can handle 15 freight cars at one 
time, shipping docks for eight 
large trailer van trucks over and 
above receiving areas, and new 
manufacturing facilities which 
eliminate outside buying of. many 
primary materials. 

“With the installation of the 
most modern equipment, we will 
be able to increase plant capacity 
40 per cent,” Mendle added, 
“and give our customers better 
service and more competitively 
priced products through a greater 
efficiency of operation.” 

Manufacturing space in the new 
plant will be divided between the 
production of dinette sets and of- 
fice furniture; and the manufac- 
turer of mannikins, metal and 
wood fixtures, products of the 
company’s Korrect-Way Division. 

Million in Tools. 

The new air-conditioned office 
building will be completed about 
Sept. 1. The first floor will be 
used for showrooms, the second 
floor for accounting and show- 
rooms for furniture, fixtures and 


mannikins. 

“More than $1,000,000 in tools 
and equipment are being installed 
by the company as the latest step 
in a constant effort to develop 
products to meet the highly com- 
petitive market conditions of to- 
day.” Mendle said. 

In the metal plant, a new tube 
mill, capable of fabricating 60 feet 
of metal tubing per minute, has 
been installed. This machine can 
produce %” to %” outside di- 
ameter tubing from .035” to .095” 
wall thickness at the rate of 20,- 
000 feet per eight hour day. It 
can handle up to 300,000 pounds 
of steel each day. 

Other metal plant equipment 
includes: two large automatic 
chrome-plating units and one 
smaller automatic unit for chrome 
plating work; complete range of 
punch presses from small arbor 
presses to 250-ton capacity units; 
complete complement of tubular 
bending and forming machines; 
numerous screw machines, turret 
lathes, drill presses, spot and 
other welding equipment; 60 pol- 
ishing and buffing machines plus 


12 automatic polishing and buff- 
ing machines. 


Dry Kiln for Lumber. 


In addition, the new plant will 
contain a complete tool shop with 
a complement of machinery to 
produce all tools and many of the 
machines used in the manufac- 
ture of the company’s products, 

A two-section dry kiln, with a 
capacity of 100,000 feet of dry 
lumber per month, has been in- 
stalled in the wood plant. It is 


electronically controlled for prop- | 


er temperatures, pressure and 
humidity. The wood plant in- 
cludes a levelator, set 24 feet in 
the ground, which is so indexed 
that the board is always at ma- 
chine height regardless of thick- 
ness. 

The wood plant will also in- 
clude a full complement of auto- 
matic rip-saws, automatic cut-offs, 
automatic shapers and _ lathes, 
molders, tennoners, automatic 
tongue-and-groove machines, hy- 
draulic laminating presses, and 
water-wash spray booths for 
painting. 

Sculpturing Studio. 

In the new mapnnikin shop, 
there will be a sculpturing studio, 
mold shop and all necessary 
equipment for the production of 
mannikins. 

The American Fixture and 
Manufacturing Co. was started in 
1908 by Milton D. Mendle, pres- 
ent chairman of the board, Lo- 
cated at Seventh and Mullanphy 
streets, the company employed 20 
persons. Originally, the company 
produced metal and wooden dis- 
play fixtures, papier-mache forms 
and showcases. 

In 1929, the company devel- 
oped a new type mannikin which 
lent itself readily to mass produc- 
tion. Chrome-plated furniture for 
department and shoe store use 
was added in 1936, and two years 
later, the company introduced 
kitchen and dinette furniture. Re- 
cently, chrome-plated furniture 
for general commercial and of- 
fice use was added. 

Since 1908, the company has 
moved . twice—to 1009 Lucas 
street in March 1915 and to. its 
present location at 2300 Locust 
street in 1934. 

When the five-year expansion 
program is completed at the end 
of this year, the company con- 
templates the number of em- 
ployes will exceed 1000.

Dooley declared that Hydro-

As a matter of fact, the company 
recommends whatever type of 
material is most plentiful to a 
manufacturer in his area. 

The material is fed into a con- 
tinous mixer and loader, manu- 
factured by Kent Machine Co. of 
Cuyahoga Falls, Ohio, for Hydro- 
Forged. This mix is fed auto- 
matically into the press which has 
been designed by Hydro-Forged 
and built by Baldwin, which pops 
out formed block at the rate of 
720 per hour ready for drying.

OUR or five times a week, an ambulance equipped 

to care for premature babies—and used only for 

that purpose—takes to the highways out of East 
St. Louis. By the time it returns to Christian Welfare 
Hospital there, it may have traveled a couple of 
hundred miles to bring in a human being so frail and 
so tiny that to keep life in it will take specialized 
care for several weeks. 

In medical parlance, a premature baby is any 
infant of less than five pounds in weight, regardless 
of whether it was born before its full term. Under 
that weight, the odds are heavy against survival. The 
body temperature falls off rapidly, for lack of pro 
tective fat, unless the baby is kept warm. It usually 
is unable to take nourishment, its breathing may be 
impaired, and it is susceptible to infection. 

Christian Welfare is one of five hospitals scattared 
about Illinois that have premature centers operated 
through a joint State and Federal program. Their 
services are available to any infant of five pounds or

Of the 140,000 or so babies born alive each year 
in Illinois, about 7000 are of premature-birth weight 
and development. Of these, about half would die 
without special medical and nursing care. Many of 
those received at the hospital are born at the home 
of the mother; sometimes they are taken from crudely 
improvised cribs for transfer to the portable incubator 
carried in the ambulance. 

Others, like the twins whose admission to the 
center is rted here, are brought in from other 
hospitals. e twins are the children of Mr. and Mrs.

PAIR of killdeer with a fondness for 

city life has been nesting in an 

open field behind an industrial 
plant on St. Louis’ far South Side. For 
seven weeks the male and the female 
birds took turns sitting on their four eggs. 
Whenever anyone “approached, one 
would pretend to be injured to lead the 
intruder from the nest—a typical 
killdeer trick. Almost immediately after 
hatching, the young left the nest, scat- 


tered in the field and could not be found 
by persons who had been observing the 
nest. 

The urbanite killdeer began spending 
spring and summer in the,St. Louis field 
nine years ago. They arrive on March 
20, leave on September 7. Members of 
the plover family, the swift, graceful birds 
first were attracted to the site in 1941 
when victory gardens filled the field and 
offered a supply of insects and worms.

NCENDIARISM and terror raids led by 
naked religious fanatics have swept 
the-Kootenay Valley of British Colum- 

bia in recent weeks. In protest, they said, 
against the imminence of another world 
war, the Sons of Freedom, a radical off- 
shoot of the Russian Doukhobor sect, 
have been staging riots and nude pa- 
rades and burning homes, barns, schools 
and automobiles. Over a three-week pe 
riod, more than 100 Doukhobors were 


arrested, many received prison sentences. 
The Kootenay area has been plagued 
repeatedly by Doukhobor violence since 
the Sons of Freedom split from the main 
sect about 25 years ago. Every few years 
they resort to nudism and arson to protest 
against certain laws, taxes and war. In- 
dustrious, plain-living farmers, and com- 
munists of a sort, the Doukhobors estab- 
lished their colony in the Kootenay region 
after emigrating from Russia in 1899.

Tossed Green Salad, From California 


Uncooked egg is broken on salad greens after 
e the seasonings and the two kinds of cheese 
have been mixed with them.

SED green salad made with uncooked egg, grated 
cheese, and garlic-flavored croutons, and called vari- 
ously Caesar or Western Way Salad, is a California 

Original. It is one of those special salads which can be 
mixed at the table and served immediately. 

Cay Hillegas, Home Economics Director for the Cali- 
fornia Fruit Growers Exchange who was in St. Louis re- 
cently, begins by preparing the salad greens. These are 
washed, torn into two-inch pieces, then shaken dry and 
placed in the refrigerator to crisp. When the salad is to be 
mixed, greens are placed in a Jarge saiad bowl and oil is 
poured over them. -Grated and crumbled cheese is added, 
then salt, freshly ground pepper and worcestershire sauce. 
Uncooked egg is broken directly on salad greens, lemon 
juice is added quickly and salad is tossed well. Just before 
serving, salad oil in which slivered garlic has been allowed 
to stand for about half an hour is poured over well-toasted 
croutons and these are tossed with the salad. The salad 
should be served without delay. 

INGREDIENTS: -Three quarts salad greens (lettuce, ro- 
maine, escarole), one pint toasted croutons, one-fourth cu 
salad oil dnd one slivered clove garlic for croutons, pastes 
cup salad oil for greens, salt and pepper to taste, one table- 
spoon worcestershire sauce, one-fourth cup each grated 
Italian type and crumbled roquefort type cheese, one un- 
cooked egg, three medium lemons. These amounts serve 
six to eight persons.

PIE CRUST MIX 


In 1935, Gene Sarazen made what is 
generally thought to have been the most 
spectacular play in the history of golf. 
Sarazen, who has just published his 
autobiography, “Thirty Years of Cham- 
pionship Golf,” describes for PARADE 
that day—the happiest in his life.

Astronomers offer space 
ship reservations—and 10,000 


customers get in line! 


By KARL KOHRS 


HARASSED young woman at the reservation 
desk was doing her best to accept applica- 
tions and answer a dozen questions at once: 

“When does the first ship leave for Mars?” 
“In case I change my mind, do I still have to go 
to the moon if I sign up now?” “What’s the 
gravitational pull on Jupiter?” “Will the rocket 
company provide space suits?” 

This is the kind of bargain-basement rush 
that has resulted since the famous Hayden 
Planetarium in New York, run by astronomers 
of the American Museum of Natural History, 
recently set up the first reservation desk for in- 
terplanetary travel. To make it official, the 
Planetarium has announced it will place the res- 
ervations in a permanent file—for the next 50 or 
100 years, if necessary—and will turn them over 
to the first organized interplanetary service. 

What started out as an amusing stunt to pro- 
mote the Planetarium’s solar show, “Conquest of 
Space,” has snowballed into a man-sized travel- 
ae booking job. (You can make your own reserva- 
PACE SHIF TIME SERED tions by filling out the form on the opposite 
page. Your name will be carefully listed, but 

don’t expect a reply — for some years yet!) 


Applications Are Still Pouring in 


HE RUSH CONTINUES. In four weeks, more than 
10,000 children and grown-ups made bona fide 
reservations for the Moon, Mars, Jupiter and 
Saturn. The hard-working Planetarium staff was 
Swamped. Applications averaged 300 a day, with 
about one out of every three signed by an adult. 
And they’re still coming in. 

Nobody knows what the trip will cost, and no- 
body is worrying about that—now. 

During those first four weeks “Conquest of 
Space” gave applicants a preview of the ride. 
With the help of the Planetarium’s projector, it 
took visitors on a 2,500,000,000-mile non-stop 
tour in 45 minutes—a trip that would normally 
take 10 years traveling at 25,000 miles an hour. 

Now that the idea has been launched the 
Planetarium is giving it the works. There are for-

Feb. 1,1979; Remarks: Delay, probably 2-7 days, 
meteor showers.” 

Letters poured in. An aircraft pilot in South 
Africa wrote for “a reservation on a space ship 
immediately—destination immaterial.” 

A New York fur broker has written that he is 
interested now in investigating fur-trapping 
rights for other planets. 

From Copenhagen, a tourist bureau wrote: 
“Please inform us about taking over a planetary 
tourist agency. We are interested, even if the 
present news is ahead of reality.” 


No Gamblers Allowed? 


comes from a man in Arlington, Va.: 
“Please let me know how much room there is 

on the ship. On a recent voyage across the Pacific, 
I traveled in a small stateroom with three other 
fellows. By the time I landed in San Francisco, 
those poker players had all my money. I do hope 
poker playing will not be allowed on this voyage.” 

A man in West Virginia wrote: “I have been a 
moon maniac for many years. The trip would be 
a realization of my greatest wish.” 

From Ft. Wayne, Ind., came a letter written in 
a childish scrawl: “Please reserve a seat. If I am 
not alive when the ship leaves, I shall assign one 
of my relatives. But I should be alive if you make 
it before 2000.” 

And the following has been received from a 
woman in New York: “Change my reservations 
for trips to all the planets to one for Mars only. 
When you send the refund for the cancelled 
tours, send it in interplanetary currency.” 

Planetarium officials stress that “Conquest of 
Space” is not an exaggerated science fiction fan- 


’ 


tasy. It was designed to present facts of space 
travel as astronomers now know them. 

What the “preview travelers” saw during the 
“Conquest of Space” Show made them gasp. The 
Planetarium dome slowly darkened. 

“We take you now to the rocket station,” said 
the lecturer, ‘““where we will board the ship.” 

A rocket in firing position flashed to life on the 
wall of the auditorium. Then voices boomed: 
“Alert firing crew ... stand by for time-beat .. . 
Five—four—three—two—one—Zero. Rocket away!” 

There was a blinding flash of light and the 
rocket went screeching into the sky. 

“We are now out in space,” the lecturer in- 
toned; “and will soon approach the moon.” 

The projected image of the moon, rapidly en- 
larged from normal size to a dazzling globe 20 
feet in diameter, gave so perfect an illusion of 
nearness that several youngsters whimpered. 

Space travelers, now only 150 miles off the 
moon, looked at the rocky craters through an 
“electronic televiewer.” 

From the moon, the rocket ship turned toward 


Mars, then Jupiter and finally Saturn, 1,333 days - 


and 790,000,000 miles from the earth. 


Escape from Warfare? 


N THE WAY BACK to Earth, the Planetarium 
lecturer told his dazed audience: “Having 
explored the planets, man some day might want 
to explore the stars. But that would be difficult. 
“If his space ship traveled at 186,000 miles a 
second—the speed of light—it would take him four 
and one-third years to reach the nearest star.” 
What impresses officials about their offer is the 
public’s acceptance of rocket travel as something 
that is going to be real. 

“It’s the public’s faith in gadgets,” commented 
Prank Forrester, Planetarium meteorologist. 

“As usual, Americans believe gadgets wil] get 
them there. But it’s also a mass demonstration 
of escape psychology. With atomic warfare on 
their minds, people want to get away from this 
planet fast, even if it means going to Jupiter. As 
is usual with escapists, they don’t realize that 
they’ll take their problems with them.” 

Summing up the prospects for space travel, 
Robert R. Coles, associate curator of the Plane- 
tarium says: “Landing on the moon may happen 
within our present century. 

“The first step, of course, would be an un- 
manned rocket, then an unmanned satellite 
rocket, which would go around the earth on its 
own orbit. Then would follow a manned satellite, 
and eventually a manned rocket to the moon. A 
trip to the planets is a space problem of another 
sort. Going to the moon is like walking across 
the street. In comparison, going to Mars would 
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lars!

A Germ-killer 


or Your Home 


PARADE brings you the first report on a new 


antiseptic which has some remarkable qualities 


By LAWRENCE GALTON 


OMETIME in the next two weeks 
you may be able to buy what 
promises to be one of the most 
useful antiseptics ever put in your 
medicine chest. 
Its name is Bactine, and it isa 


powerful bacteria-killer. It looks | 


like plain water and it doesn’t 
stain. It’s mildly anesthetic and 
will help stop some of the itching 
and burning of such things as 
rashes, sunburn, insect bites, 
poison ivy. 

Moreover, researchers who de- 
veloped it say it has been found to 
knock out fungi—including those 
that cause athlete’s foot. 

Rub it on your hands and 
it does more than kill bacteria 
and fungi already there. Re- 
searchers say it protects the skin 
against the germs for four hours 
or more. It can be used to clean 
dishes, clothing and bedding used 
by a sick member of the family. A 
mother with a sick child can dis- 
infect her hands, not only after 
tending the child but for four 
hours to come. 


Business Uses, Too 


This long-lasting germicidal 
action is finding new and prac- 
tical uses in such places as 
dentists’ offices, barber shops, 
beauty parlors. One airline plans 
to have flight attendants use it on 
their hands before serving food. 
Germs on the hands of cooks and 
waiters are a serious health haz- 
ard everywhere; now the hazard 
can be reduced if Bactine is used 
as a hand lotion twiceaday. _ 
Bactine is the result of several 
years work at the Miles Research 
Laboratory in Elkhart, Indiana. 
Four years ago, researchers be- 
gan looking for a safe new family 
antiseptic. Since 1908, a group of 
substances known as quaternary 
ammonium compounds have been 


recognized as having antiseptic 
action. But little attention was 
paid to them until recently when 
new and more powerful members 
of the family were developed. 
Hyamine 10X%, one-of these, was 
found to have amazing qualities. 

Put it under the powerful elec- 
tron microscope and you can 
watch it literally “explode” germs. 

It’s also “surface active.” That 
means it makes water wetter, 
penetrates the smallest cracks, 
even gets under surface skin 
layers. It lifts off dirt. 


Tests with Athiete’s Foot 


The investigators went farther. 
They added a tiny amount of an- 
other synthetic detergent to Hya- 


mine 10X% to further strengthen - 


its cleansing qualities. 

Then they wondered: could 
they incorporate a fungus-killer, 
too? A remedy for athlete’s foot? 

A drug called chlorothymol 
finally seemed to fill the bill. 

Then the investigators added 
camphor and menthol. But the 
big problem was to combine all 
these ingredients for maximum 
safe. 

Tests soon showed that the for- 
mula killed a wide variety of bac- 
teria. From the laboratories came

reports indicating it hit germs among those re- 
sponsible for blood and heart infections and even 
for such assorted ills as boils, carbuncles, strep 
sore throats, pneumonia, typhoid fever, urinary 
and kidney infections. 

Many tests were made on human skin. Even 
when people deliberately soiled their hands with 
street slush and actual bacteria cultures, they 
proved to be uncontaminated four hours later. 

Killing fungi is slower business than killing 
bacteria and a 100 percent kill in half an hour 
is considered good. Yet undiluted Bactine killed 
13 of 14 fungi in five minutes. A dilution of three 
parts to one of water killed even the toughest 
fungus in 14 minutes. 

Twenty-one patients with athlete’s foot were 
treated daily, six days a week, with constant 
checking by microscopic examination. There were 
satisfactory results after four to 10 weeks’ treat- 
ment, and no evidence of irritation remained. 

Studies were made with animals to determine 
whether Bactine would be poisonous if acciden- 
tally swallowed. The tests suggested that several 
six-ounce bottles of Bactine would have to be 
consumed by a human before serious harm could 
result. 

Other important uses for the preparation have 
been found: 

It’s a-:true deodorant. This means it destroys, 
and does not merely mask obnoxious odors. It’s 
effective as a douche. It removes onion and garlic 
odors from hands. It eliminates odors from soiled 
diapers, rugs, mattresses. 

It ends dog and cat odors. 


May End Diaper-Boiling 

For mothers who launder diapers, it promises 
to eliminate the need for boiling diapers. A four 
percent solution reduces living bacteria to the 
vanishing point on soiled diapers—bacteria that 
cause diaper rash. And since the diapers keep 
their antibacterial power after such a rinse, un- 
pleasant diaper odors can be avoided. 

Recently, the new preparation was distributed 
to several hundred families in two cities for trial 
use. Among enthusiastic reports was an all-out 
one from a woman. “It’s very good for every- 
thing,” she declared. 

It’s not good for everything, of course, but it 
does seem likely to be a valuable aid to you in 
guarding your family’s health.

Halfway up Art Jolliffe’s 
jeep crawled too far out on a slope and 
began to teeter. Jolliffe jumped out, 
grabbed the tailboard and with his 275 
pounds as ballast, held it until help came. 

Then the posse moved on, staked the 
stranded sedan with chains and hauled 
it down the mountain.
